Solomon Calls 
bor Hard Stand 
On Use Of Guns 


Addressing students 
from the Mayothy Middle 
School forthe kick offofthe 
Maryland You are Beauts 
ful Campmgn Literacy con 
test last Thursday, Dr Neil 
Solomon, volunteer chair 
man of Governor Schaefer's 
Drug and Alcohol Abuse 
Commission, reiterated his 
call for more consistent 
implementation of pun laws, 

“Muggings today not 
only result in the loss of 
matertal things,” he said. 
“They also result in the loss 
of hfe. People cannot sit on 
their porches without fear 
of drive by shootings. Our 
children cannot play infront 





of our homes for fear of be 
ing hit by the croasfire of 
gangs. These urban terror 
istw muat be prosecuted to 
the fullest extent of the law, 
without room for plea bar 
gaining to lesser charges.” 


According to Dr. 
Solomon, current law calls 
for those using a gun while 
committing a crime to be 
sentenced to five to 15 years 
in jail, in addition to the 
time they must serve for 
the actual crime itself. “In 
many cases, this never hap- 
pens,” he said. “Attorneys 
plea bargain lesser charges 
for their clients; the first 
charge to be dropped is the 
gun violation as it usually is 
the most serious.” 

Dr. Solomon believes 
that prosecuting attorneys 
and judges should agree not 


to allow plea bargaining on 
gun charges. He quotes a 
study by the Rand Corpora- 
tion that says the certainty 
of punishment and account- 
ability has a define impact 
on deterrence. This consis- 
tency and enforcement of 
existinglawscould domuch 
to send an important mes- 
sage to violators and would 
be violators, he said. 

Dr. Solomon says that 
children should be taught 
the results of violence and 
its consequences. This he 
believes, will have an im- 
pact. “There are lawson the 
books that can help in de- 
terring the use of guns,” said 
Dr. Solomon. “If we let it be 
known that this is not a 
negotiable charge, we will 
make some impact.”

(4:27) 

That reininads us of the song 
Phil Harris used to sing about 
aman treed by a bear: “Lord. 
if you can't help mie, please 
don thelp that bear'” The bear 
has a lot going tor hun and 
doean't need any help when 
it’s man va bear So does the 
devil. The last thing in the 
worlda Christian should do is 
to help the devil, to give him 
an “opportunity ” Rut, if my 
experience is reasonably rep- 
resentative, the devil is get 
ting a lot of help from many of 
those who ought to “yive no 
oppurtunity to the devil ” 

PR. POR THE DEVIL 

Who are they” In my expe- 
rience, they are the very ones 
who spend so much of their 
time and effort in warning 
others aboutthe devil He has 
all the publicity he needs in 
thus worid without hrisuians 
giving him even more. It ia 
ironic that some Christians 
are often the onea who make 
others so conacious of the 
devil. They talk about him 
incessantly, they warn others 
about him, and they look care

QB isn’t always where 
action Is, says Trumpy

B° Trumpy played his last 
NFL game in 1977 (for 
the Cincinnati Bengals), but 
old habits die hard 
“When I'm working. I watch 
the game through the tight 
end.” says the NBC analyst

Along with Dick Enberg, he 
will be handling broadcasting 
duties when Super Bowl 
XXVIII airs live on Sunday. 
Jan. 31. “It's the position I 
played, and that's the way I 
know it best. From 20 to 20 
(the 60 yards between the two 
teams’ 20-yard-lines), the tight 
end is the truth serum of the 
offense He will tell youimme- 
diately on every snap what's 
going to happen If he blocks. 
you know that it’s going to be a 
run, and if he releases, you 
know that it’s going to bea 
pass. I follow the tight end, and 
he leads to where the ball is.” 

Most analysts. he feels, 
watch the game through their 
former positions 

“That's why — I hope the 
quarterbacks don't get mad at 
me here — but that’s why I've 
always thought that quarter- 
backs don't necessarily make 
the best analysts,” he says 
“They're watching the quar- 
terback. People who play of- 


fensive line or defensive back 
have a different viewpoint ” 

Trumpy has one piece of ad 
vice for Super Bowl viewers 
“Don't just watch the quarter- 
back.” he says “Go in witha 
game plan. with four or five 
guys you want to watch for 
four or five plays Eventually 
you're going to see the ball, be 
cause they re going to lead you 
to it” 

Many fans feel that the best 
place to view football is on 
television. where they can get 
the benefit of close-ups. in- 
stant replays and analysts’ in- 
sights. Trumpy doesn’t neces- 
sarily agree 

‘It always seems we're 
watching this game from the 
sidelines, and that’s the worst 
possible angle to watch a foot- 
ball game from,” he says. “The 
better angle is from the end 
zone, because you can see the 
shading by the defense and the 
Split of the offensive line, and 
the quarterback’s eyes. But 
television is set up to watch it 
from the sidelines, so that’s 
the way it is. Next time you go 
(to a football game in person), 
take a quarter and sit in the 
end zone and see if you can't 
notice an incredibly different 
viewpoint of the game.” 

This will be Trumpy’s first 
time in the Super Bowl broad- 
Cast booth. but he has plenty of 
experience analyzing games 

“My wife says that I'm just 
impossible to watch a game 
with,” he says. “I disagree with 
the announcers, I fight with 
the announcers, I bring up 
things they missed. I'm sure 
that’s true with all the other 
analysts. From their living 
rooms they're analyzing the 
game against what the guy on 
the screen is saying 

"I'm prepared for that”

and last year he was briefly 
knocked out of the Stanley Cup 
playoffs with a broken hand 
Hodgkin s disease is a lym 
phoma a cancer that affects 
the lymphatic system and. if 
untreated, its associated or- 
gans. such as the liver and the 
spleen It is considered one of 


the most treatable forms of 
cancer. The initial, best-case 
estimate was that Lemieux. 
after undergoing radiation 
treatment, would be able to re- 
turn to the Penguins lineup in 
four to six weeks 

Lemieux gathered the most 
votes among NHL centers. and 
was fourth overall in the fan 
voting behind St. Louis winger 
Brett Hull. Boston defenseman 
Ray Borque and Los Angeles 
defenseman Paul Coffey The 
27-year-old Lemieux was the 
NHL's leading scorer when the 
announcement was made. and 
he had been on a pace to break 
Wayne Gretzky's single-season 
scoring record

@ Navel Orange——Large to extra large with a round 
to oval shape. Color ranges from deep yellow to 
orange with a pebbly, medium-thick peel. Usually 
seedless and peels very easily. Good for peeling and 
eating. Peak availability; November-January. 


@ Valencia Orange— Medium to large size with a 
round to oval shape. Color ts generally yellow to 
orange, sometimes with a slight green tint. 
Valencias have 4 smooth. thin peel, few seeds and 
are very juicy. Great for slicing as a snack and 
adding to box lunches. Peak availability: 
March-July. 

@ Pineapple Orange --Medium to large size with a 
round to oval shape. Orange color with a pebbly 
peel and some seeds. Pineapple oranges are known 
for their sweetness and juiciness. They are good for 
slicing and serving dunng the holidays. Peak 
availability: December- February 


@ Hamlin Orange Medium size with a round 
to oval shape. deep yellow to orange color and 
smooth, thin peel with no seeds. Hamlins are an 
excellent juicing orange. Peak availability: 
October-December 


@ Temple Orange — Medium size with an oval shape. 
deep orange color and pebbly peel. Temples have 
few seeds, are easy to peel and section with a inch 
flavor and tragrance. Good for peeling and eating 
Peak availability: Mid-January -mid- March 


Florida oranges are juicier and sweeter than varieties 
that come from more arid growing regions. When 
buying oranges. think of Florida varieties as “cutting” 
oranges, as opposed to “peeling” oranges.

this state of an important 
and significant voice in the 
executive branch of Mary- 
land state government. The 
idea of combining both 
agencies has been rejected 
by the governor and a blue 
ribbon panel, the Butta 
Commission, that studied 
and also dismissed the idea 
of conaolidating the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture with 
any other agency of state 
government.” 

The Maryland Farm 
Bureau believesthe Depart- 
ment of Agriculture should 
be a stand-alone agency. 
“The MDA’s primary mis- 
sion 1s to promote, protect 
and regulate agricultural 
industries in Maryland,” 
farm representatives say. 

The majority (80-85%) of 
MDA activities are regula- 
tory in nature, i.e., enforce 
state or federal lawsor quar- 
antines relating to animal 
or plant industries, animal 
and plant health, pesticide 
regulation, and consumer 
protection. No other state 
agency conducts programs 
of a similar nature. Thus, 
ag officials say, there is no 
logical place in another 
agency in which to place 
most MDA programs with 
other state agencies, which 
have different missions 
than MDA. 

They goon to stress that 
MDA supports the state's 
number one industry, an 
industry which generates 
more gross annual receipts 
- $11 billhon- than any other 
business in the state. 

The Butta Commission 
on Efficiency in Govern- 
ment and the Department 
of Budget and Fiscal Plan- 
ning both conducted inde- 
pendent studies, which con- 
cluded that merging agri- 
culture with natural re- 
sources would produce no 
real cost savings to the tax- 
payer. 

The MDAisvery respon- 
sive tothe agricultural com- 
munity and to the general 
population. MDA has cred- 
ibility with Maryland citi- 
zens - the regulated busi- 
nesses, farmers and the con- 
suming public. The depart- 
ment has an outstanding 
history of effective coopera- 
tion with the University of 
Maryland in agricultural 
research and education (Ex- 
tension) programs 

Aneffective and efficient 
infrastructure, consisting of 
the MDA, Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service, Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station 
and the agribusiness indus- 
try, serves to keep Mary- 
land farmers productive and 
highly competitive on a re- 
gional and national basis 
Officials feel that moving 
programs of MDA to other 
state agencies, which do not 
have cooperative working 
relationships with the 
University’s agricultural 
programs, will decrease the 
effectiveness of all agricul- 
tural programs and will 
adversely affect Maryland 
farmers and agribusiness. 

These officials specified 
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ALL ADVERTISERS

cracy, the most efficient or- 
ganizations are smaller in 
size, focused on their mis- 
sion, and have precise goals 
and objectives. The MDA is 
a re'atively small agency 
that .sways has operated as 
a business. It never has had 
a budget deficit and always 
has returned funds to the 
state treasury at the end of 
each fiscal year. The 
department's budget 19 
about I/3of 1%ofthe state s 
total budget, or only a very 
small amount to pay for the 
promotion, protection, and 
regulation of the state's 
number one industry. 

Ag officials also feel it's 
important that the gover- 
nor has a cabinet-level sec- 
retary tokeep him informed 
on the challenges and op- 
portunities facing the agri- 
cultural community. 

Maryland, through ac- 
tivities of the MDA, is rec- 
ognized as an agricultural 
leader, leading the nation 
in developing agricultural 
contacts and markets in 
Eastern Europe and the 
former Soviet Union. The 
state’s agricultural land 
preservation program isstl] 
number one tn the nation, 
and many other MDA pro- 
grams serve as the model 
that other states follow 

If the MDA ceased to be 

a separate agency, the state 
would go from being a leader 
in these and other agricul- 
tural program areas to the 
bottom of the pack among 
states. Maryland cannot 
afford to be the only state in 
the union without a depart- 
ment of agriculture, says 
Secretary Walker. “This 
would hurt the industry and 
the state’s chances to ob- 
tain milhons of dollars in 
federal funda,” he adds 

Farm Bureau officials 

stress that Maryland's ag- 
ricultural industry is im- 
portant not only to farmers 
but to all citizens of Mary- 
land. “It is crucial both to 
the state’s economy and the 
people’s quality of life. There 
is no other industry that 
touches the lives and people 
as agriculture does. It is 
Maryland’slargest commer- 
cial industry, providing the 
food we eat, the clothes we 
wear, the table we sit 
around, the cord of wood we 
heat our homes with, the 
table cloth, the centerpiece 
on our table, the bouquet of 
flowers, the footwear and 
apparel and real estate are 
all an integral part of our 
daily lives and agriculture.”

Sarbanes Ilails Ag Secretary Espy's 
Decision To Retain Farm Offices 


Senator Paul Sarbanea 
hailed the decision of new 
Agriculture Secretary Mike 
Espy to suspend the last- 
minute order by his out-go- 
Ing predecessor toclose over 
1,200 local offices including 
12 in Maryland. Senator 
Sarbanes urged the secre- 
tary to determine a “better 
way to achieve the desired 
financial and efficiency 1m- 
provements without shut- 
ting the offices which pro- 
vide important services to 
farmers. 

“I contacted Secretary 
Espy to reiterate my very 
serious concern about the 
plan to restructure field of- 
fices of the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) the Farm- 
ers Home Administration, 
and the Soil Conservation 
Service announced by the 
previous administration.” 
Senator Sarbanes said. “As 
I noted in my December 29, 
1992, letter to the Clintor/ 
Gore Transition Team, | 
beheve it is imperative to 
avoid hasty decisions that 
could damage ourfarm com: 
munity 

“Idisagree strongly with 
former Secretary Madigan’s 
suggestion that 12 Mary- 
land offices should be closed 

The existing office structure 
in Maryland provides con- 
venient and efficient ser- 
vice to farmers throughout 
the state.” Senator Sarbanes 
added “Almost all of the 
offices are collocated, pro- 
viding additional savings. 
Having written to Secretary 
Madigan on December 3, 
1992, and again on January 
8th, | am disappointed that 
his last-minute announce- 
ment overlooked the needs 
of Maryland.” 

Senator Sarbanes told 
Secretary Espy that “the 
drastic reductions proposed 
by your predecessor could 
seriously damage voluntary 
participation in programs

that benefit the cleanup of 
the Chesapeake Bay. The 
environmental restoration 
of this estuary, one of my 
top priorities in the Con- 
gress, relies on voluntary 
participation of the agricul- 
tural community in non- 
point source pollution pro- 
grams.” 

The Maryland Senator 
added, “I applaud your in- 
tention to review other po- 
tential sources of savings, 
as well as the impact of the 
suggested closings, to de- 
termine a better way to 
achieve the desired finan- 
cial and efficiency improve- 
ments. 

“The conservation of our 
soil and water resources 
represents one of the most 
pressing needs facing our 
nation today,” Senator 
Sarbanes said. “According 
to some estimates, annual 
soil losses due to erosion 
now exceed the dust bowl 
days of the 1930s when pro- 
longed drought and poor 
conservation practices 
caused much of the nation s 
topsoil to blow away. The 
Department of Agriculture 
recently estimated that, at 
current rates of erosion, crop 
yields in some states could 
fall by about one-third in 
the next 50 years. Erosion 
rates in certain parts of the 
nation have been estimated 
at up to 70 times the accept- 
able levels, causing agricul- 
tural production to suffer 
as well as choking our 
streams, lakes and estua- 
rine waters with sediment. 

"Our soil and water re- 
sources are the lifeblood of 
our nation and the conser- 
vatron of these resources is 
in the interest of every 
American, Senator Sar- 
banes concluded. “The Ag- 
riculture Department of- 
fices play a critical role in 
helping preserve these vi- 
tal resources should be 
maintained.”

Ag Uncertainties 


There is no doubt that 
the fact of agriculture is 
changing. At the recent win- 
ter meeting of the Maryland 
Association of Conservation 
Districts, participants met in 
several sessions to discuss 
issues such as new program 
directions to address non- 
point source pollution and 
pressure to reorganize state 
and federal agriculture de- 
partments. There was con- 
cern among all participants 
about how changes would 
impact local efforts to man- 
age and protect Maryland's 
agricultural and natural re- 
sources. 

Traveling to the winter 
meeting were local Soil Con- 
servation District person- 
nel: George Bishoff, District 
chairman; Harry Hummell, 
District member; Dave Tho- 
mas, District assistant trea- 
surer; Garry Morfoot, Dis- 

trict conservationist and 
Shaun Sanders, District 
manager. 


Rosemary Roswell, assis- 
tant secretary at the Mary- 
land Department of Agricul- 
ture was the keynote speaker 
at the opening session and 
stressed the involvement 
needed by the agricultural 
community to ensure that 
new programs and directions 
on agriculture and natural 
resource protection are posi- 
tive. Her talk centered on 
one program direction that 
will affect all Maryland Con- 
servation Districts: renewed 
efforts to reduce pollution in 
the Chesapeake Bay by 40 
percent by the year 2000. 

“There is a renewed vigor 
in looking at the overall pro- 
gram toreduce nutrient pol- 
lution to the Bay,” she said. 
“A recent re-evaluation of 
clean-up progress reconf- 
uirmed the 40 percent reduc- 
tion goal and targeted efforts 
to developing specific strate- 
gies for each tributary.” 

A total of 10 tributary 
strategies will be targeted. 
On each of the tributaries, a 
focus document will be com- 
pleted dealing with the cur- 
rent status of water quality 
and living resources in the 
tributary. A strategy to re- 
duce nutrient inputs will 
then be developed for each 
tributary by a local commit- 
tee working with the state 
government. 

“What we hope toachieve 
with this renewed effort is a 
reduction in pollution to the 
bay, but we don’t want toput 
farmers out of business,” 
Roswell said. 

“There have been a lot of 
management options avail- 
able to us in the paat,” 
Roswell said. “For example, 
we've always had soil con- 
servation and water quality 
plans, things lke conserva: 
tion tillage, animal waste 
management, andother best 
management practices’ If we 
implemented all these op- 
tionson all the landin Mary- 
land that needed it, we 
project we would come close 
to achieving the 40 percent 
reduction. That would be ex 
cellent, but it isn't realistic.” 

“So what options haven't 
weconsidered”” Roswell con- 
tinued. “There are options 
such as improved crediting 
of legumes, use of cover crops 
for nutnent uptake, poultry 
litter management, and oth-

era we haven't even thought 
of yet. That's whal we are 
going totry to dissover what 
else haven't we considered 
or accounted for that might 
have a positive impact.” 

Roswell also discussed 
the recent development of 
an Agncultural Non-point 
Source Action Agenda by a 
diverse group of agricultural 
andnatural resource interests 

“There is a saying used 
often in the Total Quality 
Management process,” 
Roswell said. “It is “None of 
us is as smart ax all ofus.’ We 
must work together to work 
smarter. Your input 1s im- 
portant Your feedback on the 
action agenda is important ” 

The action agenda in- 
cludes new and existing pro- 
grams needed to control ag- 
ricultural non-point source 
pollution. 

“We need to let penple 
know what we're doing and 
we need to get feedhack on 
what we should be doing,” 
Roswell said. 

The action agenda in- 
cludes looking at the areas of 
nutrient management, finan- 
cial incentives, enforcement, 
educational and information, 
andresearch with newer, more 
creative, innovative and high- 
technology strategies 

“There are several steps 
we need to climh,” Roswell 
said. “We need to better tar- 
get problems for greater pro- 
tection of the Bay. We need 
to begin with the tributary 
strategy, and incorporate liv- 
ing resources information 
into the overall plan. We also 
need to develop an inter- 
agency priority ranking in 
subwatersheds.” 

Roswell ended her ad 
dress by appealing to the 
Conservation District par- 
ticipants to work together on 
the programs now in exiat- 
ence and in helping develop 
those yet tocome in the chang- 
ing agricultural climate. 

State Conservationist 
Robert J. Klumpe then ad- 


ing the theme of wore 
together, “Conservat. : 
natura) ri sire: 7 
cresaroads meht now 
allthechange "he vt.

We need to look 
for new partners in our con- 
servation efforts, We need to 
market what we do so the 
public knows of our work 
We are going to expencnce 
not less pressure and work 
but moreinthecoming years 
Youand yourconservation dis- 
tinct boards must take on mon:

The Maryland Conserva- 
tion Districts are strength- 
ening their organization 
They have been active in the 
past couple of years in defin- 
ing who they are, wnting 
mission statements that re- 
flect their work, and looking 
closely at their programs as 
they are developed and imple- 
mented in a world full of 
change 

The second day of the 
Maryland Association of Con- 
servation Districts winter 
meeting was used to leam 
about the impact consers a- 
tion districts have on the leg- 
islature. A legislative break- 
fast was held, followed by a 
legislative workshop. The 
workshop emphasized how 
to impact legislative action, 
and participants talked to- 
gether to work out a strategy 
for contacting their repre-

EMS Director, Squad Members 
Respond To Recent Policy Study

Leaders of the Northern 
and Southern Garrett 
County rescue squads and 
the Region I Office of the 
Maryland Institute Of 
Emergency Medical Ser- 
vices System (MIEMSS), 
responded to issues raised 
by arecently released study 
of EMS services in Garrett 
County. As reported In the 
January 29 isaue of (The 
Republican) the study, com- 
pleted by the Maryland In- 
stitute for Policy Analysis, 
examined current ambu- 
lance response patterns and 
recommended action for fu- 
ture improvements to the 
system. 

*The purpose of this 
study was to help us ad- 
dress the problem we have 
been trying toeolve for years 
- the need for more trained 
ambulance personnel avail- 
able during day-time 
hours,” said Gene Fike, 
president of Northern Res- 


cue Squad. Fike pointed out 
that both Northern and 
Southern rescue squads, 
along the Region I EMS 
Council, requested that the 
Garrett County Commis- 
sioners fund the study. “The 
public must understand 
that thisisa pro-active step, 
a way to deal with today’s 
problem, and map the fu- 
ture for tomorrow's EMS 
system,” Fike said. 

David Ramsey, MIE- 
MSS Regional I administra- 
tor, clarified a quote which 
said that ambulance re- 
sponse times have become 
“worse and worse.” “While 
it is true that in certain ar- 
eas of the county response 
times have been longer in 
the past several months, 
squads have made Hercu- 
lean efforts to get ambu- 
lances on the road when the 
911 calls are received,” 
Ramaey said.

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Swanton Man Is 
Scrioush Injured 
In Hunting Mishap 


A Swanton man sustained 
a serious mjury last Friday 
after his shotgun discharged 
accidently into his lower 
right leg Michael L.. Tasker, 
36, was transported to 
Garrett Memorial Hospital 
shortly after the accident 
where, because of the 
extensive damage done by 
the shotgun blast, surgeons 
amputated his right foot. 


Tasker had been rabbit 
hunting in Potomac Garrett 
State Forest for some time 
Friday morning, having 
walked several miles. Al- 
though he reportedly does 
Not recall exactly what hap- 
pened, he was beginning to 
sit down for a moment when 
the gun apparently went off. 
Tasker had the presence of 
mind to unlace his shoe and 
tie off the wound before he 
began crawling toward the 
nearest roadway, which was 
Mt. Zion Road. He reported- 
ly was forced to crawl ap- 
proximately a quarter of a 
mile in snow to reach the 
road, where a passer-by 
spotted him and stopped to 
help. 


While the frigid tempera- 
tures heightened the pain 
and distress fur Tasker, the 
cold air did serve to stem the 
extensive bleeding of the 
wound, according to reports. 
The incident was investigat- 
ed by Potomac-Gerrett State 
Forest Ranger Butch Zim- 
merman. 

Tasker remains a patient 
in Garrett Memorial where 
he is listed in fair condition, 
according to a nursing 
spokesperson 


Sarbanes’s Bill Would Clean Up 
Acid Mine Drainage On Potomac 


Senator Paul Sarbanes 
has introduced legislation 
that will provide states with 
the flexibility and additional 
resources needed to better 
address environmental 
problems associated with 
acid mine drainage from 
abandoned coal mines. 

“Abandoned mine drain- 
age is the unfortunate 
legacy of coal mining in the 
years before environmental 
lawa were enacted requir- 
ing coal companies to re- 
claim mined land,” Senator 
Sarbanes said. “After the 
coal was extracted, the land 
was left riddled with coal 
waste, known as gob piles, 
and pock-marked with 
holes. The mining also un- 
earthed sulfur compounds 
and metals such as alumi- 
num, manganese, and iron. 
When exposed to the ele- 
ments, the sulfur com- 
pounds produce sulfuric 
acid which in turn leaches 
metal loadsinto the streams, 
poisoning the water and kill- 
ing the fish and vegetation. 
There are more than 7,600 
milesof streams in 11 states 
that are adversely affected 
by abandoned mine drain- 
age.” 

The legislation will en- 
able states to utilize more 
than their allocations un- 
der the Abandoned Mine 
Reclamation Fund for envi- 
ronmental remediation ac- 
tivities. 

Sarbanes noted that the 
Senate last year approved 
his request for nearly 
$250,000 to help the state of 
Maryland use lime to re- 

duce the damage from acid 
mine drainage in the North 
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Branch of the Potomac 
River. 

In the Appalachian re- 
gion, which suffers the most 
serious mine drainage prob- 
lems, the acidic runoff has 
left a major segment of our 
nation’s river, the Potomac 
River, virtually devoid of 
life,” Sarbenes said. “Much 


of the North Branch of the 
Potomac, from ita headwa- 
ters near Kempton to the 
Jennings Randolph Lake, 
is biologically dead. I vis- 
ited this area and saw an 
abandoned mine site just 
north of the Jennings 
Randolph Lake and saw 
firsthand the environmen- 
tal devastation caused by 
acid mine drainage.” 

“Nearly 700 miles of the 
North Branch’s streams are 
currently incapable of sup- 
porting fish and other 
aquatic life because of this 
drainage,” Sarbanes 
pointed out. “Along this 
stretch of the Potomac there 
are over 4,000 acresof aban- 
doned mine lands, includ- 
ing the worst offender, 
Kempton Mines, which dis- 
charges approximately 
three million gallons of 
abandoned mine drainage 
each day.” 

The Surface Mining Con- 
trol and Reclamation Act of 
1977 (SMCRA) established 
a program for current min- 
ing activities requiring land 
reclamation and control of 
acid drainage at active mine 
sites to assure that today’s 
mines do not become 
tomorrow's abandoned 
mines. It also established 
an Abandoned Mine Lands

The Garrett County Com- 
missioners this week met 
with Sang Run resident 
John E. Hinebangh, who 
requested that they support 
a proposal to amend House 
Bill 444 — recently intro- 
duced by District 1-A Dele- 
gate George C. Edwards for 
the purpose of re-aligning 
the Garrett County Commis- 
sioner districts to reflect 
population changes 

Hinebangh told the com- 
missioners that the redis- 
tricting plan proposed by the 
Garrett Property Owners’ 
Association (of which Hine- 
baugh is the president) has 
several advantages over the 
one recommended by the 
Garrett County Board of 
amie Supervisors recent- 
ha 

That plan was the subject 
of a public hearing last Wed- 
nesday. That same day, a bill 
was introduced into the 
Maryland General Assembly 
by Edwards that, if passed 
will result in Commissioner 
District I having 9,425 resi- 
dents (or 33.5% of the total 
population; Commissioner 
District II having 9,520 
residents (or 33.8%); end 
Commissioner District III 
having 9,193 residents (or 
32.7%) 

The plan deveioped by the 
Garrett Property Owners’ 
Association, according to 
Hinebangh, provides a more 
equal distribution of popula- 
tion among the county com- 
missioner districts. Addition- 

ally, it does not require that 
any election district be divid- 
ed by commissioner districts, 
he told the commissioners 

Hinebangh stated that 
the most significant edvan- 
tage of his plan though was 
that there would be a “better 
mix of rural election districts 
with the high population

Guilty Of Assault, 
Endangerment 


A Friendsville man, tried 
by a jury in Garrett County 
Circuit Court last week, was 
found guulty of three counta 
of reckless endangerment 
and four counts of asaault. 
James W. Hoover, 73, the 
defendant in the case, was 
found not guilty of assault 
with intent to murder. Pre- 
siding Judge Fred A. Thayer 
ordered a pre-sentence inves- 
tigation for the defendant. 

According to the court 
report, Hoover made a mo- 
tion for acquittal, but the 
motion was denied. 

The defendant incurred 
the charges in November 
1992 after he apparently 
pointed a .22 rifle at Joseph 
Locke, Robert Locke, Marvin 
D. Smith, and Marvin Smith. 
Hoover reportedly shot the 
gun three times in the direc- 
tion of the men, apparently 
believing that one of the 
victims had shot his dog. 
The incident was investigat- 
ed by the Maryland State 
Police. 

In a separate case, a 
Grantaville man was found 
to be in violation of his pro- 
bation and a three-year 
prison sentence was reim- 
posed. Merrill T. Bittinger, 
21, pleaded no contest to the 
probation violation charge 

Bittinger was originally 
convicted of breaking with 
intent to steal, unauthorized 
use of a motor vehicle, and 
driving under the influence 
of drugs and/or alcohol 
(DUI). These charges 
stemmed from a November 
1991 incident in which he 

apparently broke into the 
Town Garage in Grantaville, 
stole a pick-up from inside, 
and shortly thereafter 
wrecked it on Rt. 219 and 
Collier Road. The truck 
belonged to the town of 
Grantsville. He was charged 
with DUI at the scene of the 
mishap, according to the 
report. 

The defendant was origi- 
nally sentenced to five years

Truck Length Bill 


District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards has, once 
again, introduced a bill that 
would increase the overall 
length limit of tractor- 
trailers operated on certain 
state highways from 55 to 65 
feet. 

The measure -- HB 358 - 
has been assigned to the 
House Economic Matters 
Committee and was read for 
the first time on January 22. 

Edwards was also the co- 
sponsor of a bill that is 
intended to abolish the 
delegate and senatorial 
scholarship programs. The 
bill - HB 105 — seeks to 
transfer certain of the 
appropriated funds for the 
scholarship program to the 
General State Scholarship 
Program. 

On a related note, Mary- 
land Governor William 
Donald Schaefer has pro- 
posed a 10 percent funding 
increase for state scholar- 
ships in the amount of $2.75 
million. 

The proposal would 
reportedly provide for an 
increase in the number of 
Marylanders receiving state 
financial aid, as well as an 
increase in the amount 
awarded to each of those 
students.

“nation’s business,” in a 
“meaningful” fashion, and 
the government and its vast 
bureaucracies would be 
required to justify their 
actions and continued ex- 
istence; to say nothing of the 
fact that flawed programs 
would be quickly modified, 
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cutback or eliminated 
because budgets would have 
“real” meaning 

A case in point: “unpaid” 
family leave is being touted

Foreign Language Exchange Programs 
In Garrett County 
This article was written by Mrs. Joan 1] ambert 
and Mr. Lowell I eitzel, teachers of German and 
French, respectively, at Southern High School. 

In the late 1970's many students at Southern High 
School began to inquire about the possibility of participating 
inatrip overseas, and afterextensive research, the foreign 
language teachers, Mrs. Joan |.ambert and Mr. Lowell 
Leitzel, selected an exchange program sponsored by the 
Council on International Educational Exchange. The pro- 
gram wasapproved by the Garrett County Board of Educa- 
tion, and the first three-week exchange was held with a 
college preparatory high school in Germany in 1981. 

This school-partnership has continued on an every- 
other-year basissince that time. In March, 23studentsfrom 
the Gymnasium Sulingen will visit families of students at 
Southern I ligh School, and in August students from South- 
erm will travel toGermany. 

The first French exchange took place in 1983 with a 
technical high school in Le] lavre, but it didnot continue. In 
1988 Southern received anew partner-school in Bnttany in 
Vannes, and to date, three exchanges between these schools 
have occurred. 

This past fall Spanish teacher Chuck Harkins estab- 
lished a link with a high school in Spain, and in February 
students from Southern and Northern! ligh schools will be 
travelling tothat country. 

While in the foreign country, the exchange students 
spend most of their time with their host families, but trips 
to other cities or local points of interest are also included. 
Dunng the school day, the students observe vanous classes 
to learn how the achool systems are alike and how they 
differ 

Exchange students must be willing to use the foreign 
language that they have learned. They must be open- 
minded and tolerant of cultural differences, and they must 
be willing torepresent their school, community, state, and 
country in a positive way. 

Hosting anexchange student isa very exciting experi- 
ence for most hoat families. These host families should be 
truly willing to provide a “home away from home” for the 
exchange students. They not only have the opportunity to 
help the exchange students gain abetter understanding of 
the American way of life, but they also have the opportunity 
tolearm about their guest's foreign culture. 

While the foreign exchange students are in Garrett 
County, the host families and the schoolstake them to visit 
cities such as Washington, D.C., Baltimore, and Pitts- 
burgh. Touring the capital of the United States isa signifi- 
cant and memorable experience for them. Locally, many 
businesses and organizations have welcomed the exchange 
students by taking them on tours and by contributing gifts 
that are shared at a welcome banquet. 

The close ties of friendship that have resulted from these 
exchanges over the years are testimony tothe achievement 
of the goal of breaking down the barriers that separate the 
people of Garrett County from the people in Germany, 
France, and Spain.

Reclamation (AML) Fund, 
paid for by a fee imposed on 
current mining production, 
to address problems caused 
by abandoned coal mines. 
Currentlaw and regulations 
require that priority be 
placed on alleviating public 
health and safety problems 
posed by abandoned mine 
landa. States are authorized 
to aet aside up to 10% of 
their allocationa under the 
AML Fund annually in a 
special account for address- 
ing adverse environmental 
effects cauaed by abandoned 
mine acid drainage. 

“Theae funds are insuf- 
ficient to clean up the acid 
mine drainage problems,” 
Senator Sarbanes said. "My 
bill would provide greater 
flexibility for states to use 
existing abandoned mine 
reclamation funds for acid 
mine drainage abatement 
as well as health and safety 
problems. It would increase 
from 10% to 30% the por- 
tion of a state’s abandoned 
mines reclamation funds 
that could be set aside for 
addressing environmental 
problems caused by acid 
drainage.

“Our problem is that in 
some communities we de- 
pend on just a few volun- 
teers to operate the ambu- 
lance from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m.

“We are going to be con- 
ducting a vigorous recruit- 
ment campaign,” Fike said, 
“and we hope this will solve 
our immediate problem.” He 
indicated that members of 
Northern Rescue reviewed 
the report and concluded 
that paid part-time person- 
nel is an alternative of last 
resort. 

Chris Comfort, presi- 
dent of Southern Rescue,

CAROB IS NOT A“HEALTH FOOD" 

Most of us have gained a pound or two during the 
holidays Among all those delicious desserts the univer- 
sal culprit is probably chocolate. Serious efforts to stay 
away from it often result in periodic hinging Is there a 
substitute? 

Instead of chocolate, carob has successfully been used 
for cooking and baking Carob comes from a bean of the 
Ceratonia siliqua tree, a Mediterranean evergreen. The 
pods are also called St John’s-bread because St. John the 
Baptist suppos-dly ate them when he was in the wilder-

le carob really healthier and lese expensive? On the 
surface it may seem like it. In its pure form, carob has 
one-tenth the fat of chocolate and no caffeine. But it 
contains naturally up to 48% sugar. It also contains a 
substantial amount of vegetable tannin. Research has 
indicated that thie substance depresses the growth rate 
in young rate. 

When carob ie procesecd, often with cocoa power, a 
large amount of saturaled fat 1e added to give it the 
mouthfeel of chocolate and minimize its typical vegetable 
flavor. The type of fat added to carob candles ia often 
hydrogenated palm kere! o1] which 1s 86% saturated 
This compares to cocoa butter which has about 60% 
saturated fat and may not raise blood cholesterol as much 
as other saturated fats. 

Because of its sweetness, carob powder may be used

without added sugar in some recipes. It hae approxi- 
mately twice as much fiber as chocolate, but is usually 
used in such small amounts that it supplies lees than one- 
quarter gram of it. 

Carob is generally more expensive than chocolate 
with the exception of eome gourmet chocolates. 

For people who want to avoid the stimulants and fat 
contained in chocolate (if using unprocessed carob pow- 
der) the following substitutions may be applied in con- 
ventional recipes: 

For every ounce of unsweetened chocolate substitute 
2to 3 tablespoons of carob powder; decrease any liquid by 
one tablespoon. 

In baked goods carob powder can replace cocoa pow- 
der in equal amount. 

In beveragee, the amount of cocoa powder should be 
replaced by up to twice as much carob powder. 

Reduce the amount of sugar and sweeteners accord- 
ing to taste when using carob recipes. 

To enhance the bland taste of carob, add cinnamon, 
peppermint, or decaffeinated coffee to the ingredients. 

Oven temperature for baking should be lowered by 25 
degrees F.

NOT AN ELECTIVE 
February 7, 1993 


Background Scripture: 

Luke 24° 13-53. 
Devotional Reading: 

Acts 1:1-18. 

As in school, we find in lile 
that there are some things 
which are generally “required,” 
while others are “elective.” Thia 
ia also true in the life of the 
church: some activities are 
sential to Christian disciple- 
ship, while others are valuable, 
but not essential. When people 
join a local congregation, we 
usually indicate that faithful 
worship attendance and stew- 
ardship of one’s self and sub- 
stance are required of all mem- 
bers Formany peoplethat may 
be as far as it goes. 

The New Testament indi- 
catex that it is therefore easier 
to be a church member than it 
isa discipleorfollowerof Jesus, 
forthe requirements of disciple- 
ship are considerably higher 
than the support of a local con- 
gregation. For one thing, wit- 
ness was not optional in the 
earlychurch. Ifyou were aChris- 
tian you were a witness, noth- 
ing less. Today, lota of Chris- 
tians regard witnessing as an 
elective in the life of the church. 

WHATS A WITNESS? 

Maybe some of the problem 
is that we are unsure about 
what it means to be a witness. 
Witness is an Old English word 
that originally meant “knowl- 
edge” or “wisdom.” Later, “wit- 
ness” came to mean “knowl- 
edge gnined by observation and 
firsthand experience” and even- 
tually it was expanded to mean 
“observer| knowledge given in 
testimony.” So a witness is 
someune who both personally 
experiences something and tes- 
tifies in some way as to what 
has been personally experi- 
enced 

What intimidates a lot of 
Christians is the testifying part, 
Wethink that it will be difficult 


to verbalizeour Christian faith, 
Rut | suspect that our basic 
problem is not so much with 
tont ifyingas itis in having sme- 
thing about which to testify. 
Witnessing may overawe us 
becnuse we are not sure we 
have enough faith to share with 
someone else. 

We can point to Jesus’ 
apostles and say, “Well, they 
had o pretty convincing experi- 
ence of the resurrected Christ, 
but I've never heard a heavenly 
voice or seen a vision.” But the 
experience on the Emmaus 
Road is suggestive for those of 
us who think we may not have 
something to share with the 
world, 

RECOGNIZING 
THE CHRIST 

The resurrected Jesus, says 
luke, walked with two disciples 
onthe Emmaus Road. But note 
that ‘their eyes were kept from 
recognizing him’ (24:16). twas 
only in the breaking of bread 
that they recognized his famil- 
iar manner and then they real- 
iwd that for miles they had 
been walking with the resur- 
rected Christ without realizing 
it. “Did not our hearts burn 
within us while he talked to us 
on the road...?" (24:32), 

Are there not likely to be 
many times in our lives when 
Christ walks with us and we do 
not recognize or see him? Are 
there not times in our Chris- 
tian experience when, looking 
back, we recall that there wasa 
atrange warmth or burning in 
our hearts in certain expert 
ences? In reading a passnge of 
scripture, in hearing a sermon 
or a prayer, in helping someone 
in need or lying in a hospital 
bed? Perhaps the problem was 
not that Christ was not there, 
but that we failed to see him in 
our experience, 

What we have experienced 
personally, that is what it is to 
which we are called to witness 
We don't have to be theologi- 
cally learned or eloquent in 
speech- all we arecalled todo is 
to find ways of means of telling 
others what we have expen- 
enced ofJesus in ourlives. Jesus 
said, “Youare witnesses of these 
things” (23:48). We must share 
what we have found it means to 
be followers of Jesus Christ. 
That is never an elective.

SS Beneficiaries 
Should Determine 
If They Owe Taxes 

The Social Security Ad- 
ministration mailed state- 
ments last month to ap- 
proximately 42 million ben- 
eficiaries telling them the 
total amount of Social Secu- 
rity benefits they received 
in 1992. These statements 
are used in determining if 
any of their benefits are 
subject to federal income 
tax. 

About nine out of 10 
people who receive a Social 
Security Benefit Statement 
(Form SSA-1099) will not 
have to pay taxes on their 
Social] Security benefits be- 
cause their total income is 
less than the taxable ceil- 
ing. Beneficiaries whose 
Social Security payments 
are their only source of in- 
come are least likely to owe 
federal taxes on their ben- 
efita. 

An Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) worksheet 
{Notice 703) is part of the 
Social Security benefit state- 
ment. The worksheet gives 
step-by-step directions on 
how todetermine if any ben- 
efits are taxable. 

Beneficiaries whofile an 
individual tax return may 
owe taxes on some of their 
benefits if their combined 
income exceeds $25,000. 
(Combined income is an 
individual’s or married 
couple’s adjusted gross in- 
come as reported on the 
Form 1040, plus nontaxable 
interest, plus one-halfof the 
total Social Security ben- 
efits received for the year.) 
Married couples who file 
joint returns may have to 
pay taxes on some of their 
benefits if their combined 
income exceeds $32,000. 
Married couples who live 
together but file separate 
tax retums probably will 
pay taxes on part of their 
benefits. 

Beneficiaries who com- 
plete the worksheet and still 
have questions should call 
the IRS toll-free number 1- 
800-829-1040 for assistance. 
They also cancall thisnum-

Goldstein Says 
1099G Forms 
“On The Way” 


“Our office began mail- 
ing approximately 874,000 
Form 1099G’s to Maryland 
taxpayers on January 19, 
1993, and some taxpayers 
are likely to have questions 
about them,” State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
announced. 

The Maryland Income 
Tax Division sends the 
1099G information forms lo 
taxpayers who itemized de- 
ductions last year and re- 
ceived a refund from the 
state of Maryland. “We're 
required by federal law to 
send the Form 1099G to re- 
mind these taxpayers that 
the state income tax refund 
they received last year must 
be reported as income on 
the 1992 federal tax return,” 
Goldstein said. But the 
comptroller reminded tax- 
payers that they need not 
attach the 1099G to their 
federal or state income tax 
forms. 

Most questions about the 
1099G's come from taxpay- 
ers whodon’t remember get- 
ting a refund check. “But 
before you call with ques- 
tions, look closely at the 
Form 1099G,” the comptrol 
ler said. 

Form 1099G includesin- 
formation indicating if any 
or all of the refund was ap- 
plied to estimated taxes, or 
as a donation to the Chesa- 
peake Bay and Endangered 
Species Trust Fun, or to a 
host of other offsets and 
credits. “This information 
should answer a lot of ques- 
tions before taxpayers pick 
up the phone,” Goldstein 
said. 

Although a taxpayer 
may not physically have 
received a refund check, if 
the refund was applied to 
some other purpose, federal 
law says they did receive 
the benefit of a refund. 

“Another reason taxpay- 
ers might have questions 
about the 1099G is that it 
reflects all Maryland re- 
funds credited to the tax- 
payer during 1992, includ- 
ing not only an original tax 
refund for 1991, but also 
any refunds from any 
amended returns for 1991 
or prior years,” he said. 

Taxpayers whostill have 
questions after they check 
their records should call the 
refund section at (410) 974 
3701, the income tax 
division’s toll-free number, 
1-800-MD TAXES or any 
local income tax office. 

“Now that many taxpay- 
era are receiving their W-2s 
andother information docu- 
ments, we expect the pace 
of tax filing to pick up, and 
we're ready to help,” 
Goldstein said. 

All 18 Maryland income 
tax offices provide free tax- 
payer assistance between 
8 am. and 5 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. The offices 
will also offer extra hours of 
free assistance on Saturday, 
February 6, and Saturday, 
February 13, 1993. Taxpay- 
ers can call or visit the of- 
fices on those Saturdays for 
free state tax help from 9 
am. until 1 p.m. 

“Our state tax experts 
will answer any questions, 
provide the necessary forms 
and even complete your 

Maryland income tax return 
free of charge, if you lke 
Juat be sure to bring along a 
completed copy of your fed- 
eral return and all W-2 
atatementa,” Goldstein said.

*I hope plenty of farm- 
ers travel to Annapolis for 
the hearing,” said Maryland 
Farm Bureau’sJack Miller, 
chieflegislative haison. “It’s 
important they come down 
to show their suppurt and 
help to defeat the bill.” 

The meeting will begin 

at 1 p.m. in the Joint Hear- 
ing Room in the Legislative 
Services Building. Garrett 
County Farm Bureau Presi- 
dent Brooks Hamilton plans 
to attend along with several 
Farm Bureau members and 
representatives from the 
Garrett Sou Conservation 
District. He says he has 
talked with representatives 
of local tractor dealerships, 
the Southern States Coop- 
erative and a “bunch more” 
to get out the word that 
farmers “need their agri- 
culture department.” 

Hamilton said, “As re- 
mote as we are, we're per- 
sonal to those folks at the 
agriculture department. 
With another agency, we'll 
just be another number ” 
Hamilton asks farmers who 
cannot attend the hearing 
to write the chairman of the 
Environmental Matters 
Committee, The Honorable 
Ronald Guns, Lowe House 
Office Building, Annapolis, 
MD 21401-1991, or to call 
his office at 410-841-3442 
and leave a message, if nec- 
essary, in support of keep- 
ing the Department of Agri- 
culture a separate entity 
representing the state's 
farmers 

Many compare the situ- 

ation to the mass appear- 
ance of farmers at hearings 
on the state's proposed 
growth management bill 
twovears ago The so-called 
°200 bill” was oppused by a 
cowition including farmers, 
home builders and county 
governments. Environmen- 
talista and the governor 
were its advocates. The 
farmers got their point 
acrors that time and the bill 
was sent back to the 
Schaefer Administration, 
that was responsible for it. 

In this case, supporters 
of the bill to combine the 
MDA withthe DNRare hard 
to find. Not only are the 
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state's farmers opposed to 
it, environmentalist groups 
headed up by the Chesa- 
peake Bay Foundation find 
it unacceptable. The 
foundation’s position is that 
MDA 1s important in ag 
preservation and the imple- 
mentation of soil conserva- 
tion measures. DNR, the 
Bay Foundation points out, 
is key to the protection of 
natural resources and that 
a merger would hurt both 
agencies. 

According to Chief Leg- 
islative Aide David R. 
lannucci, Governor William 
Donald Schaefer also is op- 
posed to the merger, al 
though not opposed to reor- 
ganization if it is done com- 
prehensively. 

The MDA-DNR merger 
to create a Department of 
Land and Water Resources 
is first being examined by 
the House Environmental 
Matters Committee. One 
committee member, Del- 
egate Ken Schisler, a Tal- 
bot County Republican, said 
he will oppose the merger. 
“It would take us in the 
wrong direction,” he said. 
“Agriculture is still the 
state's number one indus- 
try and needs representa- 
tion.” 

Miller agrees, saying, 
“When you attempt to 
merge anagencv(DNR) that 
isfourtimes larger than the 
other (MDA) the smaller 
gets absorbed -- lost, and 
when it represents agricul- 

ture, the number one in- 
dustry in the state, it would 
be detrimental to that in- 
dustry.” 

Miller says the intent of 
the bill is good. “We support 
any effort to reduce costs 


and increase government 
efficiency. This merger just 
wouldn't do it. We're will- 
ing to take our share of cost- 
cutting measures, but they 
have to be equitable.” 

Harford County Farm 
Bureau President Lee 
McDaniel stated in an in- 
terview that he isconcerned 
that agriculture will lose its 
“voice” in state government 
without an agriculture de- 
partment. “DNR isa depart- 
ment that regulates; the ag- 
riculture department 
(which although it also has 
regulation responsibilities) 
represents the state’s num- 
ber one industry.” 

The planned merger 
would not only combine 
MDA and DNR by July 1, 
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1994, but it would also re- 
quire a 20 percent reduc- 
tion in the funding for those 
two agencies. Some ag lead- 
ers say privately that the 20 
percent reduction would 
come primarily at the ex- 
pense of agriculture inter- 
ests. 

Maryland Farm Bureau 
believes that casting aside 
support for agriculture in 
this time of fiscal crisis 1s 
something the state cannot 
economically afford to do. 
“It sends the wrong mes- 
sage at the wrong time to 
farmers, agribusinesses and 
the consuming public. We 
do not want to send a signal 
to the farmers and 
agribusinesses in thisstate, 
orto those that might locate 
in Maryland, that the state 
does not take agriculture 
seriously.” 

The force carmed by a 
large group of farmers (con- 
stituents of the legislators) 
converging on Annapolis, is 
significant, according to 
Annapolis insiders, and 
Farm Bureau is hoping to 
use that political tactic again 
successfully

State Leaders Meet In Chicago To 
Strenghten Conservation Partnership 


State soil and watercon- 
servation leaders met Janu 
arv 5-7 in Chicago to deter- 
mine which path at the 
crossroads the federal, state 
and local consers ation agen- 
cies should follow. The na- 
tional meeting, “Conserva- 
tion At A Crossroads,” was 
organized by the National 
Association of Conservation 
Districts, the National As- 
sociation of Conservation 
Agencies, and the USDA 
Soil Conservation Service. 
Increasing public concerns 
over the environment have 
put added pressure on these 
agencies to develop astrong 
partnership that can deliver 
the natural resource con- 
servation services de- 
manded by the public. 

Representing Maryland 
at the meeting were George 
Lechlider, president, Mary- 
land Association of Soil Con- 
servation District; Robert J. 
Klumpe, State Conserva- 
tionist, USDA, Soil Conser- 
vation Service; and Royden 
Powell, 111, chief, Resource 
Conservation, Maryland 
Department of Agriculture 

Each state reported on 
the primary challenges fac- 
ing their conservationteam. 
Common concerns ex- 
pressed were funding at the 
state and local level, setting 
conservation program pri- 
onities with less funding and 
increased responsibilities, 
opening communications 
between the partnership, 
marking the conservation 
ethic as well as services, 
and deciding how to orga- 
nize to provide those ser- 
vices to a changing, more 
urban customer. 

Lechhder said the pni- 
mary conservation chal- 
lenges in Maryland are 
meeting the 40 percent nu- 
trient reduction goalsin the 
Chesapeake Bay through 
intensive soil erosion con- 
trol and water quality en- 
hancing practices on lands 
in the watershed. “It 1s par- 


tuularly difficult to keep 
pace with the workload 
when new programs and

Health Challenges 
In Livestock 
Industry Remain 


Federal agencies have 
made great strides reducing 
livestock diseases, improv- 
ing food safety and safe- 
guarding human health, but 
many more challenges re- 
main aschanges occur inthe 
agricultural industry. That 
is according to officials of two 
agencies who spoke at the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation’s annual meet- 
ing. 
Dr. Lonnie King, associ- 

ate administrator of USDA's 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service, said the 
agency in its first 100 years 
has had great success in re- 
ducing and working toward 
eradication of 18 costly live- 
stock diseases, including 
brucellosis, tuberculosis, 
scrapie, pseudorabies and 
others. 

Additional progress is 
hindered by diminishing fed- 
eral funds for research and 
indemnification, the diffi- 
culty of testing today’slarger 
herds and increased move- 
ment of livestock across in- 
ternational boundaries. 

“There are new regula- 
tions in progress to further 
reduce the incidence of infec- 
tion, improved technologies 
being developed to provide 
new tools in diagnosis and 
efforts to increase coopera- 
tion between government 
agencies and producers to 
find cost-effective so;ucions,” 
the veterinarian said. 

Dr. Gerald Guest, direc- 
tor of the Food and Drug 
Administration’s Center for 
Veterinary Medicine, said 
the federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act was probably 
the most important of sev- 
eral laws his agency over- 
sees. 

FDA evaluates new ani- 
ma] health products and 
monitors their use after ap- 
proval, with the highest pri- 

ority being prevention of ille- 
gal residues to ensure the 
safety of the food supply. 

FDA works in close coop- 
eration with state govern- 
ments and other federal 
agencies but “the most im- 
portant decisions on food 
safety are thoae made by in- 
dividual producers,” Guest 
said. 

Guest spoke about the 
controversy over extra-label 
use of drugs in animal health, 
and the trend toward fewer 
allowed drugs, which are 
more expensive. He agreed 
with King that cooperation 
between government and 
producers ia the most effec- 
tive means of preventing 
problems. 

Concerming the contro- 
verny over the bovine growth 
hormone BST, Guest said the 
product is still underreview. 
If BST were not safe, he said, 
FDA would not have allowed 
milk to be sold from herds 
that have been treated with 
BST on an expemmental ba- 
sis.1 le said the BST decision 
will continue to be made 
without regard to political 
considerations

Addressing the private 
Property conference at the 
annual meetingofthe Amen 
can Farm Bureau Federa 
tion, Bruce Vincent of Com 
munities for a Great North 
west told the group about his 
family’s personal battle to 
keep the federal government 
from placing hundreds of 
grizzly bears near his Mon- 
tana home 
Vincent 'sfight against big 
bears and bureaucrats led 
him to stnke out on a coast- 
to-coast campaign of speak 
Ing engagements and ap- 
Pearances on national tele- 
vision toexpose what he calls 
“the big he” perpetrated by 
some activist group. That 
“lie,” he said, was that vari- 
ous groups are trying to tell 
the American public that 
“preservation equals conser- 
vation ” 
Vincent was told by gov- 
ermment officials that in or- 
der to protect his family from 
the bears he should tie bells 
to his children to scare the 
animals away He explained 
to the group that grizzly 
bears are “alittle b:ggerthan 
a spotted owl and they eat 
peupie ~ 
Vincent sacd the collapse 
of the tinder .ndustry in his 
state, due te government 
lawsand reycat.cna. has put 
his commun ty cn danger of 
losing © percent of :ts popu- 
lation 
Vincent referred to a 
sabotage manual avadable 
tn bookstores that explained 
how to bluw up heavy equip- 
ment and airplanes He said 
that a bulldozer his father 
was operating was bombed 
while his father was on the 
machine He told the audi- 
ence that the media called 
the incident “eco-tage” but 
thatit was really “terronsm ” 

The Montana timberman 
urged attendeesto “reinvent” 
the environmental move- 
ment by getting invelved in 
basic local government. “The 
world ts run by people who 
PPR YP he said. 

He pointed out that 85 
percent of the nation’s popu- 
lation isurban:zed and “three 










generations away from the 
tarm ” Iie urged the farm 
community to work with the 
medal and politicians be 
cause “democracy works, but 
only if you're involved.” 

Inanother segment of the 

conference, the executive 
secretary of the Arizona 
Farm Bureau Federation, 
Andy Kurtz, explained how 
his organization built a pow- 
erful coalition to pass legis- 
lation in Arizona called the 
Private Property Rights Pro- 
tection Act. He said the move- 
ment began with five ranch- 
ers who wanted Farm Bu- 
reau to “do something about 
private property rights." 

The Arizona Farm Bu- 
reau officials compared the 
current threat to private 
property rights to looking 
down the barrel of a loaded 
gun. He said the organiza- 
tion “fired a shot on behalf of 
private property nghts 7” 

Kurtz said the grassrvots 
lobbying effort that began 
with those five ranchers 
ended up with the bill pass- 
ing the Arizona Legislature 
with strong support fromthe 
state's governor. 

In forming a large “stra- 
tegic alliance” the Arizona 
Farm Bureau worked with 
many groups, including the 
Teamsters andthe AFI-CIO 

As far as we know this 
13 the largest strategic all- 
alice ever brought together 
in Arizonatoworkon asingle 
piece of legislation. And we 
think it will probably stay in 
the history books fora while,” 
Kurtz said 

The Arizona Private 
Property Protection Act is 
heing called “the first can- 
non shot of the new Ameri- 
can revolution” by farmers 
andranchers inthe Western 
state, and Kurtz predicted 
other states will follow the 
blueprint for passage of simi- 
Jar legislation “so that the 
revolution can continue.”

Food Safety, Minor Use 
Measures To Be Reintroduced 


Two important pieces of 
agricultural legislation--one 
aimed at setting a “neglig:hle 
nsk” standard for pesticide 
residues in food and the other 
aimed at providing safe 
chemicals for the protection 
of minor crops--are expected 
to be reintroduced in Con- 
tress. 

The food safety legisla- 
tion was introduced in the 
102nd Congress, with the 
backing of Farm Bureau, and 
had more than 100 co-spon- 
sors. The measure would re- 
place the existing zero-nsk 
Delaney clause of the Fed- 
eral Food Drug and Cosmetic 
Act with a “negligible nsk” 
standard. Under the zero- 
nsk standard, all food addi- 
tives that cause cancer in 
man or animals are prohib- 
ited; the benefits of such ad- 
ditives are not recognized. 

The legislation would pre- 
serve the risk-benefit stan- 
dard in the Federal Insecti- 
cide, Fungicide and Rodenti- 
cide Act and in the Food and 
Drug Act. 

“Thismeansthe Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
would return the authority 
to establish a tolerance for a 
pesticide residue posing a 
marginally greater-than- 
negligible risk if EPA deter- 
mines that public benefits 
outweigh the risks,” accord- 
ing to Mark Maslyn, an 
Amencan Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration director of govern- 
mental relations. 

The legislation would es- 
tablish national uniformity 
for pesticide tolerances, 
which would effectively pre- 
clude states from setting tol- 
erances more stringent than 
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those established by EPA. 
“This would assure consumer 
protection while limiting re- 
quired uniformity to pesti- 
cide tolerances supported by 
scientific testing and EPA 
approval,” Maslyn said. 
The minor crop pesticide 
legislation developed last 
year is also being readied for 
reintroduction. It would al- 
low EPA to waive certain 
date requirements for a mi- 
nor use, if it determines that 
the use does not present an 
unreasonable nsk to human 
health or the environment. 


Farm Bureau was instru- 
mental in drafting the legis- 
lation as part of an alliance of 
agricultural groups con- 
cernedabout the future avail- 
ability of chemicals for the 
production of certain crops. 

The high cost of develop- 
ing EPA-required data 1s 
leading many manufactur- 
ers to voluntarily cancel “mi- 
nor uses” of they products, 
leaving farmers with fewer 
crop protection alternatives 


Health Tax Bill 
Introduced In Tlouse 

A bill to make health in- 
surance costs fully tax de- 
ductible for farmers and 
other self employed persons 
has been introduced in the 
House by Reps Fred Grandy 
(R-lowa) and Bill Brewster 
(D-Okla.). 

Self-employed individu- 
als had been allowed to de- 
duct 25 percent of their 
health insurance costs, but 
that provision expired in 
June last year. H.R. 162 
would make the deduction 
permanent and raise it to 
100 percent. The bill isretro- 
active to last June. 

Fann Bureau strongly 
supports permanent, full 
deductibility of health care 
premiums for the self-em- 
ployed and has made this 
issue # priority

Tree Seedlings 
Available For 
Sale To Public 


Tree seedlings may be 
purchased from the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR), Forestry Programs, 
for planting this spring 
DNR’s Buckingham Forest 
Tree Nursery in Harmans 
has seedlings for sale to pri- 
vate landowners for deliv- 
ery in March or April. The 
seedjings from the State 
Nursery are available pri- 
marily for planting for re- 
forestation, windbreaks, 
wildlife habitat improve- 
ment, and erosion control 
White pine seedlings are 
offered for sale to Christ- 
mas tree growers in limited 
quantities, after all refores- 
tation orders have been sat- 
isfied. 

The species available 
this year for planting are 
white pine 2-0, Norway 
spruce, white spruce, hy- 
brid poplar, bicolor lespe- 
deza, black locust, gray dog- 
wood, red osier dogwood, 
silky dogwood, redbud, 
crabapple, sawtooth oak, 
white ash, green ash, white 
oak, red oak, and black 
cherry. The price range is 
$7.50 to $30 per 100 seed- 
lings. 

The conifers, (pine and 
spruce) may be bought in 
multiples of 50 to make up 
the minimum order of 250 
seedlings. The hardwoods 
may be bought in multiples 
of 25 to make up the 100 
seedling minimum. 

Landowners may also 
place their order for wild- 
life packets now. Each wild- 
life packet consists of two 
seedlings of each of the fol- 
lowing species: white pine, 

bicolor lespedeza, 
crabapple, and sawtooth 
oak. The wildlife packets are 
$4 per packet, with a five 
packet minimum, without 
an additional seedling or- 
der, and a 10-packet maxi- 
mum. Wildlife packets are 
available to service organi- 
zations for resale in bundles 
of 50 packets at $2/packet. 

All seedlings and wild- 
life packets are offered for 
sale on a first-come, first- 
serve basis. Landowners

Hearing Held On New Landfill; 


Construction To Begin In March 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners this week con- 
ducted a public hearing for 
the purpose of adopting a 
proposed amendment to 
Garrett County’s Ten-Year 
Solid Waste Management 
Plan, allowing the commis- 
sioners to proceed with the 
construction of a new sant- 
tary landfill designed to 
handle the needs of Garrett 
County for the next 20 
years. 

The commissioners ad- 
dressed concerns of local 
residents who wanted reas- 
surance that out-of-state 
refuse would not be accepted 
at the new landfill and that 
the county would maintain 
ultimate authority of the use 
and operation of the facility. 

According to Garrett 
County Clerk Bob Fousek, 
the commissioners provided 
that assurance. While Mary- 
land Environmental Service 
(MES) will be leasing the 
land from the county and 
serve as project manager, the 
county will oversee the oper- 
ation as the final authority 
on any decisions that have to 
made, he said 

Fousek also noted that 
the agreement reached be- 
tween Garrett County and 
MES provides the county 
with three options: to oper- 
ate the landfill with local 
manpower, allow MES to 
operate it, or to contract out 
the operation to a third 
party. He stated that the 
commissioners have not yet 
determined which option 
they will take 

Garrett County Roads 
Engineer Lee Thorne stated 
that the land must be leased

to MES so that bonds may 
be secured. The total 
amount of the bond over the 
20-year period will be $6.8 
million, he said. County 
government will be paying 
slightly more than $1 million 
per year.

Seminar On Sexual 
Harassment Set 
At GCC Campus 


Sexual harassment on the 
job took a dramatic leap into 
public awareness last Octo- 
ber during the nomination 
hearinga for Supreme Court 
Judge Clarence Thomas. In 
late 1991 women’sgroupsand 
othera pushed a bill through 
Congreaa that amended the 
Civil Righta Act to allowem- 
ployees tosue for damages for 
sex discrimination, including 
harassment. 

Well overone-halfof work- 

ing womenin America, when 
questioned by pollsters, said 
they had been sexually ha- 
rasaed at some time during 
their careera. Results of a 
1991 survey revealed that 
52%of 524 companies belong- 
ing tothe American Manage- 
ment Association had dealt 
with allegations of sexual 
harasament during the past 
five yeara. It isexpected that 
thia figure will increase dra- 
matically due to heightened 
public awareness. 

“Employerscan no longer 
afford toact aaifignomngthe 
problem of sexual harass- 
ment on the job will make it 
goaway,’ according to Sandy 

Major, coordinator of the 
Small Business Development 
Center at Garrett Commu- 
nity College. “Employeranow 
need to protect themaelves 
against possible liability. And 
employees need to be given 
direction on unacceptable 
workplace practicea. To pro- 
tect both the company and ita 
employees, companies should 
adopt formal policies to pre- 
vent sexual harasament 
where possible and to deal 
with it when it occurs.” 

Toaddreas this issue the 
Small Business Development 
Center at GCC will be apon- 
soring a Seminar on “Sexual 
Harasament in the Work- 
place”on February 26from9 
a.m. to 12:30p.m. The semi- 
nar isdesigned to provide the 
opportunity for employers to:

Lynwood C. Sharpless, 36, 
Swanton, was sentenced last 
week in Garrett County 
District Court on seven 
counts of felony theft and 
three counts of removing 
manufacturer's serial num- 
bers.

Dr. John Porcaro, of the

The symp- 
toms first appear asepisodes 
of numbness or tingling of 
the hand, generally occur- 
ring after strenuous move- 
ment of the wrist such as 
driving a care, knitting or 
typing. Ifleft untreated, the 
syndrome can progress and 
resultin constant numbness 
and generalized weakness 
of the hand, making even 
simple tasks such as but- 
toning a shirt or removing a 
lid from ajar more difficult. 
Carpal tunnel syndrome 
often wakes a sufferer dur- 
ing the night with a burn- 
ing sensation in one or both 
hands, Porcaro said. 

Anyone whose job or 
hobby requires repeated 
wrist movement can be a 
victim of carpal tunnel syn- 
drome, which commonly 
includes carpenters, me- 
chanics, painters, artista, 
golfers, tennis players, dish- 
washers, and car and truck 
drivers. Pregnancy, rheu- 
matoid arthritis, diabetes, 
tendinitis, obesity, and ag- 
ing can contribute to the 
development of carpal tun- 
nel syndrome. 

Carpal tunnel syndrome 
is the result of repetitive 
often minor injury to the 
watch-band carpal ligament 
which stretches across the 
wrist. Injury leads to scar- 
ring, causing the ligament 
to become thicker than 
usual, This thickening of the 
carpal ligament presses 
jown on the medial nerve 
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which passes through the 
carpal tunnel. Pressure on 
the median nerve causes 
tingling and numbness and 
caneventually lead todeath 
of the nerve itaelf resulting 
in atrophy of the muscles 
When the symptoms of car- 
pal tunnel are ignored over 
a period of months, the nerve 
injury can become perma- 
nent and irreversible 

When carpal tunnel syn- 
drome is suspected, electro- 
myography (EMG) is rec- 
ommended. This test will 
show the degree of nerve 
damage and eliminate other 
possible causes for patienta 
with symptoms in their 
hands. 

Carpal tunnel syndrome 
is most often treated by cut- 
ting the band that is com- 
pressing the nerve. Dr. 
Porcaro, who has been per- 
forming carpal tunnel sur- 
gery for 10 years, recently 
learned a new surgical pro- 
cedure which accomplishes 
the same objective in that it 
allows the cutting of the 
band that is compressing 
the nerve. The operation, 
performed under local an- 
esthesia, consista of mak- 
ing an incision less than one- 
haf inch in size in the wrist 
(as opposed to the palm of 
the hand). This incision is 
closed with three stitches. 
The dressing placed at the 
time of operationis removed 
the following day and a 
band-aid isthe only evidence 
of surgery. 

This procedure is much 
quicker, taking about 10 
minutes. There 1s less pain 
and a much more rapid re- 


covery. The stitches are re- 
moved about seven days af- 
ter the procedure and moat 
patients are able to return 
to their full work activities 
in one to three weeks Addi- 
tionally, both hands can be 
operated on at the same 
time, if necessary

President Bill Clinton's address to Congress last 
night concerning the nation’s economy left us with a 
feeling of cautious optimism, at hest, and a reminder 
that our future really lies more tn the hands of 
Congresa than in those of the president.

Continued from Page A-1 
recently received by the 
college including an Fisen- 
hower Grant totaling over 
$40,000. That grant provides 
money for the college to 
work with public school 
math teachers regarding 
math instruction to coincide 
with college curriculum. 

The president and board 
discussed a recent article 
published by the League for 
Innovation in the Communi- 
ty College ia League the 
college recently joined 
regarding shared governance.

Western Marylanders Favor Stricter 
Pollution ControlsOnA utomobiles 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer announced last 
week that the results of 
a survey conducted by the 
University of Baltimore 
Schaefer Center for Public 
Policy indicatesthat citizens 
statewide overwhelmingly 
support stricter pollutioncon- 
trolson automobiles. Gover- 
nor Schaefer has introduced 
a bill (SB345) that would 
mandate stricter emission 
controlson cars beginning in 
model year 1998. 

“The results of this sur- 
vey show that Western Mary- 
landers want cleaner air,” 
said Governor Schaefer. 
“More importantly, the sur- 





vey makes it clear that the 
public recognizes the need 
for cleaner cars and is will- 
ing to pay for less-polluting 
vehicles. 

“Cleaner cara are an ef- 
fective way to help prevent 
summertime air quality prob- 
lems throughout the state. 
We now know that not only is 
there a need for low emis- 
sions vehicles in Maryland, 
there is strong public sup- 
port forthe program.” 

When asked to identify 
the state’s most pressing en- 
vironmental problem, respon- 
dents cited air pollution from 
automobiles behind only 
cleaning up the Chesapeake

However, 
when questioned about the 
must pressing environmen 
tal problem facing their com- 
munity, respondents named 
air pollution from automo- 
biles as their number one 
concern. 


When asked ifthey would 
approve or disapprove of 
stricter Maryland regula- 
tions and laws tocontrol the 
air pollution caused by auto- 
mobile exhaust, 76 percent 
responded that they would 
approve. Moreover, 83 per- 
cent of the people who ap- 
prove of strictertailpipe emis- 
sion controls indicated that 


they would atill approve of 
such a measure even if the 
cost of a new car went up by 
$200. 

The results in Western 
Maryland mirrored those 
statewide. Ofthe people sur- 
veyed in the region 
(Frederick, Washington, 
Allegany and Garrett coun 
ties) 78 percent approved of 
stricterlawsandregulations 
governing tailpipe emissions 
and 79 percent of those who 
approved would still approve 
if the cost of new cars rose by 
$200. 

“Air pollution from auto- 
mobiles hasoften been viewed 
as solely the problem of major 
metropolitan areas,” said 
Maryland Secretary of the 
Environment Robert Per- 
ciasepe. “Ofcourse, air pollu- 
tion knows no boundaries, 
and communities far away 
from major metropolitan ar- 
eas are often affected by air 
pollution drifting in from 
other regions. 

“The survey results are 
remarkably consistent across 
the state. Marylanders from 
the Eastern Shore to West- 
ern Maryland have indicated 
theirsupport forcleanercars 
because they know it means 
cleaner air for their commu- 
nities.” 

Fifty percent of the pol- 
lutants that form ground- 
level ozone come from tailpipe 

emissions. 

Cleaner cars are just part 
of Maryland's plans to re- 
duce the emissions of nitro- 
gen oxides and volatile or- 
ganic compounds, the two 
pollutants that react in sun- 
light to form ground-level 
ozone. 

Ozone can cause health 
problems for the young, old, 
and people with existing res- 
piratory problems. In addi- 
tion, a recent atudy by a 
University of Maryland 
agronomist indicates that 
ground-level ozone is respon- 
sible for the loss of $40 mil- 
lion worth of crops annually 
across the state. 

The Schaefer Center for 
Public Policy asked 1,032 
Marylanders a series of envi- 


ronmental questionsinearly 
December. To conduct the 
random survey, telephone 
numbers were selected from 
computer generated lists of 
all possible phone numbers 
in the state. The margin of 
error for the statewide sur- 
vey is approximately + or -3 
percent. 
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Crop Damage 
Study Supports 
Emissions Bill 


A recent study revealing 
that an estimated $40 mil- 
lion worth of damage to 
Maryland crops each year is 
being used by the Schaefer 
administration to support a 
bill that would require only 
low-emiasion vehicles be sold 
in the state beginning in 
1998. 

Ground level ozone is a 
major component of smog, 
and pollution reduces the 
rate of photosynthesis in 
plants, according to the 
author of the study who, at 
the request of Governor 
William Donald Schaefer, 
applied a dollar figure to the 
crop loss. 

The Schaefer administra- 
tion has stated that tighten- 
ing the standards on emis- 
sions would lessen the 
amount of loss to crops in 
the state, and is pushing for 
the passage of the bill even 
though it is being opposed 
by automobile dealers who 
fear potential buyers will go 
out of the state to purchase 
vehicles. 


Senate Approves 
Bill To Change 
Execution Method 


A bill that would change 
the state’s method of execu- 
tion from the gas chamber to 
lethal injection was approved 
this week by the Senate, ina 
35-9 vote. 

The bill was proposed in 
an effort to avoid legal chal- 
lenges to the state’s current 
form of execution as a cruel 
and unusual punishment, as 
has reportedly been done in 
some other states. 

The bill now faces an 
uncertain future in the 
House of Delegates. 


Schaefer Asks 
For Children’s 
Medical Care 


The Schaefer administra- 
tion has proposed that 
15,000 uninsured children 
who currently do not qualify 
for Medicaid, receive free 
doctor visits, diagnostic tests, 
and other routine medical 
care in an effort to prevent 
expensive care later by 
attempting to prevent 
illness. 

Currently, regulations 
stipulate that states can opt 
to provide Medicaid coverage 
to "gray area” children only if 
it pays for a full range of 
medical care, including 
hospitalization. That care 
costs a reported $1,500 per 
child each year. 

Maryland officials, 
however, are asking for a 
waiver from that federal 
regulation in order to 
provide more limited 
coverage of about $200 per 
child. The total cost ($3 
million) would reportedly be 
shared by the state and 
federal governments. 


Bill Would Help 
Restore Funding 
For The Arts 


Advocates for the arts 
gathered in Annapolis last 
week to support a bill that 
would secure public funding 
of the arts in Maryland. 

House Bill 591 would 
require that .01 percent of 
the state’s property tax be 
designated each year for the 
arts. During the past few 
years, state support of the 
arts has decreased by about 
40 percent. 

Maryland Governor 
William Donald Schaefer has 
reportedly proposed that the 
Maryland State Arts Council 
receive an increase of $3.7 
million, which would bring 
the total it receives to 
approximately $8 million 

The state’s major arts 
organizations, under 
Schaefer's proposal would 
receive 10 percent of their 
annual operating costs from 
the state. Last year, the 
amount was somewhere 
between five and six percent. 

Maryland is reportedly 
the first state to consider 
using a percentage of its 
property tax for funding of 
the arts. However. other 
states do support the arts 
through fees from license 
plates and corporate filings. 

According to reports, 
more arts groups have 
applied to the state for funds 
this year than in 1992, 
among them the Spruce 
Forest Artisan Village in 
Grantaville 
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Three Schaefer 
Bills Die In 
House Committee 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer was reportedly 
disappointed that three of 
the bills he proposed were 
rejected last week by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 

The proposals included a 
bill that would have 
encouraged unmarried 
fathers to acknowledge 
paternity of a child when it 
is born by including their 
names on the birth certifi- 
cate, a bill that would have 
suspended or revoked 
driver's licenses of minors 
who are convicted of 
underage drinking even if 


the offense if not linked with 
driving, and a bill that would 
have denied those convicted 
in district court to the right 
to a new trial in circuit 
court.

Governor Orders 
Re-Examination 
Of Career-Tech Ed. 


Governor William 
Donald Schaefer recently 
directed three cabinet agen- 
cies to change the way 
Maryland prepares stu- 
dents for careers after high 
school. The governor signed 
an executive order creating 
a cabinet council comprised 
of the state’s employment 
and economic development, 
kindergarten-12 education 
and higher education 
agency heads 

“We need to do a better 
job of educating students 
and their families about ca- 
reers, especially in high 
technology areas,” the gov- 
ernor said, “and our schools 
need to place as much em- 
phasis on preparing career- 
and-technology students as 
they do college-bound stu- 
dents.” 

The new emphasisonca- 
reer and technology educa- 
tion (CTE) is expected to 
result in a doubling of the 
number of high school 
graduates who complete 
CTE programs, increased 
job placement or college at- 
tendance, lower unemploy- 
ment among 18- to 21-year- 
olds, and new workers bet- 
ter prepared to enter the 
workplace. 

The governor said that 
the new CTE program will 
help to create a work force 
that is better able to com- 
pete with workers in na- 
tions -- such as Germany 
and Japan -- that have 
strong education and train- 
ing programs for students 


Maryland Wah Pride 
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Health Department, Local Schools 
Continue To Attack Tooth Decay 


Tooth decay is a serious health problem that can lead to 
pain, tooth loas, poor nutrition, bad breath, work or school 
days lost, and an unattractive appearance. Studies today 
show that children who from birth drink water that contains 
the correct amount of fluoride have 50-65 percent fewer 
cavities and therefore fewer cavity related health problems. 

Garrett County has only one public fluoridated water 
system. For children who don't live in that area, another 
option for increasing the resistance to tooth decay has 
become available. Today seven schools are using a weekly 
self-applied fluoride mnse program. This program is con- 
ducted by trained parent volunteers, funded by the school 
P.T.A., and supervised by Elaine Marple, the dental hygien- 
ist for Garrett County Health Department. Three schools, 
including Red House, Route 40, and Swan Meadow, recently 


became involved. 


Once each week, prior to the beginning of classes, the 
students grades 1-5, rinse with a 0.2 percent neutral sodium 
fluoride solution for one minute. The solution is not swal- 
lowed. The cost to the P.T.A. 1s approximately $.75 per child 
per year. All students are given the opportunity to partici- 
pate in the program which, according to studies, can reduce 


decay 20-50 percent 


The National Institute of Dental Research says 50 per- 
cent of children ages 5-17 have no cavities. Fluoride has 


received most of the credit for these statistics. 


"As we

The Leading Cause 
Of Tooth Loss 


The primary cause of tooth loss is a cond+ 
thon dentists refer to as periodontal disease. The 
more common name for this condition is ‘gum 
disease * Periodontal disease begins with an accu- 
mulation of piaque, an invisible film that covers the 
teeth. if the plaque remains and hardens, It forms a 
material called ca/cu/us. Calculus encourages the 
formation of pockets around the root or base of the 
tooth. These pockets can become filled with food 
particles and bacteria, resulting in infection. Often 
these areas become inflamed, causing the gums to 
recede or move away from the teeth. Since there is 
less support for the teeth. the teeth eventually loosen, 
and without treatment, may be lost One ofthe signs 
of gum disease ts bad breath that does not improve 
after brushing and use of mouth rinses 

Penodontal disease may occur more fre- 
quently in persons who have diabetes, or blood 
disorders. or who take certain medicines. Those 
who gtind them teeth while sleeping and individuale 
with a malocclusion (bad bite) also may be prone to 
develop gum disease 

A general dentist or periodontist may choose 
to treat gum disease by scraping away the calculus 
If this ts not effectrve. surgical removal of deep 
pockets at the gum kne and antibiotic therapy may 
be necessary

The current publicity 
surrounding hiring domes- 
tichelp has prompteda wave 
of calls to state income tax 
offices from taxpayers ask- 
ing about withholding taxes 
for those providing domes- 
tic services, according to 
Maryland State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein. 

“Many callers are ask- 
ing if they are required to 
withhold atate income taxes 
from the paychecks of those 
who provide household ser- 
vices,” Goldstein said 

Under Maryland law, 
domestic services are ex: 
empt from state income tax 
withholding requirements. 
Domestic services include 
services provided in a pri- 
vate home, or the local chap- 
ter of'a college fraternity or 
sorority 

Other household em- 
ployees are subject to with- 
holding only ifthey are paid 
over $490 per month. 

“As aconvenience to the 
employee, however, employ-

Man, it’s cold here’ 

Such was the respons: of 
Alessandro Lima. a native of 
tropical Kio De Janeiro, 
Brazil, when questioned 
about what he thinks of 
Garrett County's weather 

Lima, who had never 
even seen snow until this 
winter, 18 the first “non-Am- 
erican” ever to play on a 
Garrett Community College 
basketball team And while 
presently not a starter for 
Coach Dennis Gibson, assis- 
tant coach David Martin 
describes Lima, known to his 
teammates as “Alex,” as “one 
of the top two athletes on 
the team * 

"Alessandro and Freddie 
Wilson are probably the two 
best athletes on our team 
right now,” Martin said 
‘They both have good size, 
quickness. and strength, but 
Alex is still learning the 
fundamentals of the game ~ 

When asked how he made 
his way to the United States 
and was discovered by Coach 
Gibson, Lima explained that 
during his semor year of 
high school he was a mem- 
ber of an all-star high school 
team from Brazil that came 
W parlicipale ina tourna: 
ment im Washington, DC 
During that tournament, 
Franklin County :Va.: High 
School coach Fd Hollstrom 
saw Lima play and was 
interested in adding him to 
his roster Although he ob- 
tained his high school diplo- 
ma in Brazil later that year. 
Lima decided to take Coach 
Hollstrom up on his offer 
and, with help from Rotary 
International, came to Vir- 
ginia, resided with the Jim 
and Kay Potter family, and 
spent another “senior year” 
at Franklin High School. 

Hollstrom, who is a per- 
sonal friend of Coach Gib- 
son, contactad Gibson about 


Lima and suggested he 
would be a nice addition to 
the GCC program 

"When I came to the 
United States for that high 
school tournament, I had no 
intention of staying,” Lima 
said “But I got excited about 
the possibility when I talked 
to Coach Hollstrom. | called 
my mother on the telephone 
and told her about the offer 
and, after spending the sum- 


mer back home in Brazil. 1 
came back to the United 
States i the fall as a Rotary 
exchange student.” 

Lima, whose ancestry 
includes an Italian great- 
grandfather, another great- 
grandfather who was a black 
slave, and still another who 
was a full-blooded Indian, is 
one of four children. His 
father, Newton, is a fire 
chief in Rio De Janeiro and 
his mother, Marlene, is an 
attorney.

Brown, M.D., has released 
the 1993 Spring Trout Stock- 
ing schedule. 

The DNR Freshwater 
Fisheries Division will par- 
ticipate in an extensive state- 
wide “Put and Take” trout 
stocking program thisspring. 
During the monthsofFebru- 
ary, March and April, the 
division will stock more than 


300,000 trout. 


Between the weeks of 
February 14 and May 9, the 
following Garrett County 
waters will be stocked: Bear 
Creek, 9,000 fish; Savage 
River, upper, 9,000; Savage 
River Reservoir, 4,000; New 
Germany Lake, 3,000; 
Youghiogheny River, 3,000; 
Mill Run, 3,000; Muddy 
Creek, 2,000; Salt Block 
Run, 800; Herrington Creek, 
600; Little Youghiogheny 
River, 3,000; North Branch, 
Potomac River, 13,500; Deep 
Creek Lake, 19,200; Piney 
Reservoir, 4,500; Broadford 
Lake, 1,500; Herrington 
Lake, 2,000; Accident Pond, 
1,000; Casselman River, 
4,000; and Jennings Ran- 
dolph Lake, 4,500. 


“The state can be very 
proud of this stocking pro- 
gram, Governor William 
Donald Schaefer said, “be- 
cause it is an excellent ex- 
ample ofa highly successful 
project using license revenue 
only -- no general tax dol- 
lars.” 

"We expect trout fisher- 
men to be very pleased with 
the release this year because

Lakers Fall To Trojans In Season 
Finale; To Enter Tourney Tonight 


Although they looked 
impressive until the mid- 
point of the first half against 
arch rival Allegany Commu- 
nity College, the Garrett 
Community College Lakers 
gave up the momentum at 
that point and were routed 
by the nationally ranked 
Trojans, 92-62, in Garrett's 
regular season finale Satur- 
day night in Cumberland 

The defeat gave the Lak- 
ers a 13-13 overall record 
and a 4-8 mark in the Mary- 
land JUCO standings. They 
will begin participation in 
the JUCO Tournament this 
evening at Chesapeake 

It appeared in the early 
moments of the game that 
GCC would never be in the 
game at all, as the Trojans 
jumped out to an 11-2 lead 
behind the hot shooting of 
Zain Shaw. They were ahead 
18-8 when Laker Freddie 
Wilson, former standout at 
Allegany High, scored the 
next 11 points on three 
three-point buckets and a 
short jumper to give Garrett 
a 19-18 lead at the 10:27 
mark. 

George Hilton followed 
with four successful free 
throws, while ACC’s Jon 
Grissett converted one, to 
give the Lakers a 23-19 
advantage with 9:30 remain- 
ing. 

But the Lakers would 
score just six more points in 
the first half, as ACC Coach 
Bob Kirk went to an effec- 
tive man-to-man defense, 
while the Trojan offense

The Lakers were ham- 
mered under the boards, as 
the taller Trojans pulled 
down 54 rebounds, compared 
to 24 for Garrett. Torn Wil- 
son grabbed 12 for ACC 

The Lakers were also 
hampered by the whistle of 
the referee, as they yielded 
46 free throws. Garrett con- 
nected on just 20 of 59 shots 
from the fioor, for about a 
34% effort, while the Trojans 
converted 31 of 59 attempts 
for a better than oz‘ effec- 
tiveness. 

It was the 22nd win in 26 
starts for Allegany. The 
victory was also the Trojans’ 
60th in a row at home and 
upped their JUCO mark to 
9-1. 

“We just couldn’t get the 
ball inside enough against 


them,” GCC Coach Dennis 
Gibson said. “And every time 
we got some momentum 
going, they would go to the 
foul line and break it.” 


The Lakers will be seeded 
sixth going into the JUCO 
Tournament this evening at 
Chesapeake when they face 
the 11th seed, Cecil Commu- 
nity College (12-11), at 6 
p-m. If they are victorious 
they will play Germantown, 
the third seed, at 4 p.m. 
Friday. Germantown is 15-10 
on the season. The semi- 
finals of the tourney will be 
Saturday at 6 p.m. and the 
finals will be Sunday at 2 
p.m.

New "Action Agenda" Launched To 
Control Pollution By Agriculture 


Governor William Don- 
ald Schaefer haa announced 
a new far-ranging program 
designed to manage the in- 
put of the nutrients nitro- 
gen and phosphorus from 
agriculture, the largest 
single source of pollution 
affecting the Chesapeake 
Bay. 

The new program, de- 
ascribed in the document 
Controlling Agricultural 
Nonpoint-Source Pollution 
in Maryland, An Action 
Ayenda for Managing Nu- 
trients, was cooperatively 
developed with the active 
participation of Maryland 
farm organizations, Mary- 
land departments of Agri- 
culture, Natural Resources, 
and the Environment, fed- 
eral and local authorities, 
andthe Maryland Institute 
for Agriculture and Natu- 
ral Resources (MIANR) of 
the University of Maryland 
System. 

The governor identified 
the agricultural community 
as one of the most critical 
participants in the restora- 
tion of the Chesapeake Bay. 
“Farmers have always been 
the stewards of the land. 
They have now become the 
stewards of the Bay aswell,” 
the governor said. adding 
that farmers need help in 
the Bay effort. “We have to 

insure that farmers have 
all the right tools, and that 
state and federal agencies 
are providing the right kind 
of backup. Our new Action 
Agenda not only sets out 
what must be done, it estab- 
lishes who must do it” 

Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L. 
Walker and Raymond J. 
Miller, president of MIANR, 
co-chaired the Maryland 
Non-point-Source 
Workgroup which devel- 
oped the Action Agenda. 
“These initiatives are being 
implemented as localized 
pilot programs in other 
states,” Miller said. “Here 

in Maryland, we are work- 
ing toimplement them state- 
wide.”

not only screen out sunlight 
vital to the survival of un- 
derwater Bay grasses, but 
also create areus of anoxia, 
or no oxygen zones. These 
“dead zones" occur after the 
algae die and decomposition 
consumes the oxygen in the 
water. The Bay's “living re- 
sources,” animals such as 
clams, oysters and worms, 
and Bay grasses, that can- 
not move to oxygen-rich ar- 
eas, die. 

In order to improve the 
Bay’s water quality and re- 
store the Chesapeake’s liv- 
ing resources, Maryland, in 
cooperation with Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, signed the 
historic 1987 Chesapeake 
Bay Agreement, which calls 
for a 40 percent reduction 
in nutrients entering the 
Bay by the year 2000. At the 
Chesapeake Executive 
Council meeting in August 
1992, Governor Schaefer, 
who serves as chairman, 
announced a new approach 
to meeting the 40 percent 
reduction goal. This ap- 
proach targets specific nu- 
meric reductions of nitro- 
gen and phosphorus in 
Maryland’s rivers. In devel- 
oping the strategies to meet 
the targeted goals, each con- 
tributor to the Bay's nutri- 
ent pollution, such as sew- 
age treatment plant opera- 
tors, homeowners, develop- 
ers, industry, local govern- 
ment officials, as well as 
farmers, will help determine 
the ways to meet the spe- 
cific reduction goals in spe- 
cific watersheds for specific 
types of pollution. 

With the full implemen- 
tation of the Action Agenda, 
Maryland’s agricultural 
community will make sig- 
nificant progress toward 
accomplishing its share of 
the 40 percent goal. “Be- 
cause Maryland’s farmers 
helped devise this game 
plan, their participation in 
putting it into action should 
set a standard for farmers 
everywhere to emulate,” 
Secretary Walker said. 

He stressed that coop- 
eration between all partici- 
pants was the key to suc- 
cess. “This program isa very

aggressive one. It pushes 
control of nonpoint-source 
pollution right to the limits 
of current technology. But 
everyone iscommitted to its 
success. And everyone is 
committed to doing their 
part.”

AFBF Communicates 
Health Initiatives 
To First Lady 


In a letter to Hillary 
Clinton and the Health Care 
Task Force she is chairing, 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation pointed out a 
number of changes in U.S. 
health care policies that 
would bolster the quality 
and availability of health 
care in under-served rural 
America. 

Dean Kleckner, presi- 
dent of the AFBF, praised 
the Clinton administration's 
efforts toreform the present 
health care system, calling 
it a top national priority. 

"A number of positive 
policies can be incorporated 
into any changes you pro- 
pose in the current health 
care system,” Kleckner 
stated. “I'm hopeful that you 
(Mrs. Clinton) and the task 
force will consider some of 
the concepts rural Ameri- 
cans want and need.” 

According to Kleckner, 
positive changes in health 
care policy that rural Ameri- 
cans believe are vital in- 
clude: 

*A 100-percent health 
insurance tax deduction for 
the self-employed. 

"The elimination of or 
drastic reductions in cost 
shifting from Medicaid and 
Medicare to individuals and 
third-party payers. 

“Assistance for medical 
communications systems 
and emergency patient 
transfer systems. 

*Regulatory flexibility 
for health care providers in 
rural areas. 

"Greater efforts by the 
nation’s medical schools to 
train family physicians to 
practice in rural areas. 

“Allowing a greater use 
of non-physician, health 
care providers such asnurse 
practitioners and phy- 
sician’s assistants. 

“There is a shortage of 
doctors in many rural ar- 
eas,” Kleckner’s letter 

stated. “Providing medical 
students with incentives 
would encourage doctors to 
practice in rural areas.”

He told the nation’s first 
lady that self-employed 
farmers and ranchers pay 
for health care out of their 
own pockets, and that pro- 
grams to promote personal 
wellness and preventative 
care would go a long way in 
curbing health care costs. 

Kleckner also asked the 
Health Care Task Force to 
consider the creation of 
medical savings accounts 
that would qualify for a tax 
credit. 

“Medical savings ac- 
counts would allow people 
toset money aside in antici- 
pation of future health care 
needs, without worrying 
about paying taxes on that 
money,” said Kleckner. 

Farm Bureau believes 
health care is primarily the 
responsibility of the indi- 
vidual, Kleckner empha- 
sized. 

"Some believe health 
care is an American right, 
like the right to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happi- 
ness,” Kleckner stated. 
"Health care is not an 

individual’s right. It is an 
individual’s responsibility. 
I am hopeful the task force 
will weigh that point when 
considering the proposals 
that rural residents believe 
are important.”

Maryland Has 
Record High Corn 
Yield In 1992 


The 1992 average state- 
wide corn for grain yield in 
Maryland wasa record high 
124 bushels per acre accord- 
ing to the Maryland Agn- 
cultural Statistics Service, 
surpassing the previous 
record of 118 bushels per 
acre set in 1984 and 1990 

Most of the state’s grow- 
ing season had adequate 
rainfall and cooler than nor- 
mal temperatures contrib- 
uting toexcellent crop grow- 
ing conditions. Recordhighs 
were obtained in yield per 
acre for five crops: com 
grain, winter wheat, bar- 
ley, rye, and oats while 
record highs were estab- 
lished in total production 
for two crops; soybeans and 
winter wheat. 

Corn for grain acreage 
harvested, at 470,000 acres, 
was 20,000 higher than last 
year. Total grain produc- 
tion was 58.3 million bush- 
els, 36 percent more than 
the 42.8 million bushels 
harvested in 1991. 

Soybean production, a 
record high 18.0 million 
bushels, was six percent 
more than the 17.0 million 
bushels harvested in 1991. 
Soybeans averaged 33 bush- 
els per acre on the 545,000 
acres harvested statewide. 

Maryland hay produc- 
tion in 1992 amounted to 
648 thousand tons, up 28 
percent from a year ago. 
The average yield of 2.95 
tons per acre was above last 
year's but was below early 
season expectations due to 
frequent fall showers. 

Small grain production 

wasvery high thisyear with 
winter wheat, barley, rye, 
and oats setting record high 
yields per acre and winter 
wheat reaching a record 
high production of 12.8 mil- 
lion bushels, seven percent 
more than the previous 
record set in 1910 and 31 
percent more than last 
year’s production. 

Barley production, at 4.7 
million bushels, was down 
six percent from a year ago 
because of an acreage de- 
crease. 

Rye production was also 
down because of a decrease 
in acreage, dropping 17 per- 
cent to 185 thousand bush- 
els. 
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Oats production in- 
creased 41 percent from the 
1991 crop tu 594 thousand 
bushels. 

Potato production, at 320 
thousand hundredweight, 
was up seven percent from 
last year’s crop. 

Sweet potato production 
declined for the third year 
in a row to 24 thousand 
hundredweight, 33 percent 
fewer sweet potatoes pro- 
duced than last year and a 
new record low production. 

Fruit production was 
down this year with apple 
production declining from 
42 million pounds last year 
to 40 million pounds. 

Peach production drop- 
ped from 15 million pounds 
in 1991 to 11 million pounds. 

Winter wheat seeded in 
1992 for 1993 harvest is 
expected to total 210,000 
acres, down from the 
220,000 acres harvested in 
1992. 

Rye acreage seeded in 
1992 for harvest in 1993 is 
expected to total 30,000, 
equal to the acreage a year 


*en The United States com 
for grain production for 
1992 was estimated at a 
record high 9.48 billion 
bushels, 27 percent above 
the 1991 crop. The record 
breaking US. yield of 131.4 
bushels per acre exceeded 
the previous record of 119.8 
bushels per acre set in 1987 
by 11.6 bushels. 

United States soybean 
production totaled 2.20 bil- 
lion bushels in 1992, up 11 
percent from 1991. Yield per 
acre averaged arecordhigh 
37.6 bushels in 1992, 3.4 
bushels above the previous 
record set last year. 


Marvland Milk 


Production Steady 


Maryland dairy operators 
prxduced 119 million pounds 
of milk during December 
1992, unchanged from the 
game month a year earlier 
The number of cows declined 
to 100,000 head from the 
102,000 head of a year ear- 
her. Yield per cow during 
December, at 1,190 pounds, 
increased 20 pounds from the 
year earlier yield and offset 
the fewer number of cows 
As of January 1, dairy- 
men fed an average daily 
ration of 15.8 poundsof grain 
and concentrates per animal, 
up 0.4 pounds from a year 
earlier. The valueofthe grain 
and concentrates was $8.75 
per hundredweight; up 15 
cents from a year earlier.

Why shouldn't we be marketing more board pigs for the 
meat market? leaving the male pig intact (not castrating) 
has great economic advantages such as better feed efficiency 
and significantly higher percentage of lean meat. Well, ifyou 
ever bite into a piece of pork tainted with boar odor, you'l 
never do it again. The male pig producea a sex hormone that 
produces a pronounced off-odor when the meat 1s heated. 
This hormone is not produced in the male pig until it reaches 
the age of sexual maturity. Unfortunately this occurs before 
the pig 1s finished for the market. Today, packers discount 
boars as much as 35-40 percent, with the meat primanly 
used for exports and processed products, such as pepperoni. 

The European Agriculture Community has developed a 
growth management system that produces a finished boar 
pig without the offensive odor. The management system 
includes genetic selection, offering extra water, feeding 
whey, utilizing a slatted flour system, restricting feeding 
pnor to marketing and processing at an earlier age than we 
do in the states Experts say, “We're probably several years 
away from marketing boars” Tainted pork could easily 
cancel out all the gains of consumer consumption the pork 
industry has achieved

Russia's mounting debt 
problems signal the need 
for a new apprvach to sup- 
plying U_S. food and feed to 
thatnation, Amencan Farm 
Bureau Federation Presi- 
dent Dean Kleckner told 
President Clinton. 

"The American Farm 
Bureau Federation is deeply 
concermmed about the ability 
of the Russian Republic to 
feed its people as it contin- 
ues the process of agricul- 
tural privatization,” 
Kleckner said in a letter to 
Clinton. 

The suspension of fur- 
ther U.S. credits to Russia 
because of its defaults un- 
der USDA‘s export credit 
program calls for a new ap- 
proach on the part of the 
United States, Kleckner 
said. The existing credit and 
credit guarantee programs 
are “simply not designed to 
respond to the unparalleled 
need to promote rapid 
progress toward democracy 
and a market-based econ- 
omy.” 

Kleckner said the issue 
goes beyond agricultural 
interests, and involves ques- 


tions of humanitarian as- 
sistance, foreign policy and 
national security. 

“We believe that an in- 
vestment in Russian democ- 
racy today will pay enor- 
mous dividends to future 
American generations,” 
Kleckner said. "Unlike so 
many of our current budget 
outlays, expendituresin this 
area may be repaid many 
times over by reductions in 
future defense budgets.” 

The farm leader sug- 
gested that new ideas and 
approaches may mean ty- 
ing grain shipments to the 
dismantling of nuclear 
weapons, or “simply recog- 
nizing the foreign policy and 
national security implica- 
tions of these shipments” 
and funding them through 
the State or Defense De- 
partments. 

Kleckner noted that new 
legislation may be required 
toimplementsuch changes. 


“We urge your administra- 
tion to work with us and the 
Congress to develop it as 
quickly as possible,” he told 
Clinton

What Is Animal Rights Religion 
Doing In Our Public Schools? 


For several years, Putting People First has warned that 
“animal mghts” is a fundamentalist religious cult. Now it 
seems that even the animal mghts group themselves agree 

When a member of Putting People Firat was ejected from 
a film screening in a public library by the St. Louia Animal 
Rights Team (START) in 1991, she filed suit for wrongful 
detention. Recently START activist Christopher Cox filed a 
countersuit, claiming that our member's suit violates his 
“freedom of religion!” 

What religion is that? 

At the 1990 North Amencan Conference on Religion and 
Ecology, Michael W. Fox, director of the “Center for Respect 
for Life and the Environment” at the 1 Jumane Society of the 
United Statea (HSUS), said that mankind must abandon 
“the male, monotheistic religion of reason,” and return tothe 
“religious tradition of earlier times, which linked humanity 
to the animal kingdom through the Earth-mother, the 
matmx-creatix...Gaia, Pan, Diana.” 

If that seemsa little extreme to you, brace yourself. Some 
animal rights groups make even Mr. Fox blush. When 
People for the Ethical Treatment of Animals (PeTA) ran an 
advertisement equating parents who feed their children 
meat with the confessed mass murderer and child molester 
Jeffrey Dahmer (and equating his victims with cattle), even 
Mr. Fox himeelf was forced to admit that PeTA is a “cult.” 

The religious agenda of animal nghts is becoming more 
brazen all the time. In his latest book PeTA’s former general 
counsel, Gary Francione, advises school children to refuse to 
dissect on religious grounds I lis legal analysis is straight- 
forward--"the ‘reverence for life’ philosophy that manv ani- 
mal mghts advocates adhere to is an ideology that may stand 
alone as a‘religion’ even though the person does not believe 
in God or Gods, and even though the person does not 
subscribe to any ‘traditional’ religion.” 

Remember that Mr. Francione is talking about dissect- 
ing animals that are already dead. Even PeTA cannot 
pretend that biology class specimens can be “sentient” or 
“tortured.” Their opposition to dissection has nothing to do 
with reverence for life; it is purely totemistic and morbid. 
But it is aconvenient way for animal nghts groups toexploit 
children. 

And where isthe best place to gain accesstoourchildren’s 
minds? The public schools. 

Eight years ago the Animal Rights Coalition Conference 
published an internal document entitled “Action for the 
Animals: A Rising Tide,” which urged activists to “Get people 
intoelementary and high schools to convince students about 
the evils of vivisection -gain entrance by developing ‘how to 
take care of your pet’ programs and then use entry to 
acquaint students with animal-nghts issues.” Animal nghts 
activists have been systematically burrowing intoour schools 
ever since. 

Today they distmbute pr-paganda magazines like KIND 
New's (from HSUS' Adopt-A- Teacher program) and PeTA Kids 
in school classroom. Performing troupes like YES! (Youth for 
Environmental Sanity) tour our public schools. In fact, I was 
motivated to start Putting People First when my young daugh- 
ter came home from her junior high school in tears, because at 
a three-day seminar sponson-d by PeTA, she had heard her 
mother deecmbed as a “murderer” because | hunt and fish 

Taxpayer-funded programs about “traditional” religious 
themes unquestionably would provoke a firestorm of contro- 
versy from such masons of the wall of separation between 
church and state as the Amencan Civil Liberties Union or 
People for the Amencan Way. Why isthere no resistance to 
our tax dollars being spent to teach animal rights religion? 

If traditional religion 1s banned from our nation’s public 
achoola by the Supreme Court's new interpretation of the 
First Amendment, then new religions, such as animal 
mghts, must keep out too. We cannot have it both ways. If 
animal nghts is 4 religion, as Michael Fox, Gary Francione, 
and Christopher Cox say it is, then it has no more place in 
our classrooms than traditional religion. 

Yet schools acroas the country that would never dream of 
permissive prayer are forcing children to read, watch and 
listen to false propaganda opposing animal agriculture, 
wildlife management, and biomedical research. -all part of 
the animal rights “religion.” 

We must stop this double standard. As parents and 
taxpayers, each of us must write our local school board, 
asking that animal rights materials be treated the same as 
any other religious instruction. KIND News, PeTA Rids, 
curnculum guides, books, posters and pamphlets on animal 
nights, all should belong in the sanctum of the True Believ- 
ers--not crammed down the throats of our children, who are 
too innocent to know better.

Dear Dr. Bohling: I didn't get all of my corn har 
vested last fall because of rain. Is there any thing 
worthwhile 1 could dowith that corn now? Is it worth 
anything? 

"You wal probably find it worthwhile to harvest Keates 
this spring, but it depends on your expected yield. In mos' 

y ; ast fall were high enough that 

parts of the Corn Belt, yields last fa ry ’ 
a farmer could lose 20 to 30 percent of a field and still bres. 
even. 
Grain moisture is another consideration. If your com 
was wet going into the fall, the moisture content probably 18 
still high, as frozen ears don't dry down. To save on maar 4 
costa, you will want to delay harvest long enough to benefit 
from some field drying this spring. This will also help 
prevent soi] compaction that could result from harvesting @ 
wet field. On the other hand, don't delay harvest excessively 
at the expense of this years tillage and planting. The 
advantages of timely planting outweigh any extra drying 
expenses you may incur. 

paar Dr. Bohlinx: This year, like most, I've saved 
some soybean seed for replanting. I'm very careful 
about monitoring moisture content and | have the 
seed professionally cleaned and tested for germina- 
tion. Is there any reasons seed shouldn't equal the 
performance of “new” commercial seed? 

The quality control provided by good seed companies 
assures genetic punty and top seed quality. The resulta more 
than offset d.fferences in price between commercial seed and 
bin-run seed. Universities and private seed companies have 
conducted numerous comparisons between professionally 
processed seed and what we call bin-run soybeans. On the 
average, commercial seed produces a yield advantage of 
three bushels per acre over bin-run seed of the same variety. 
Once you look at the charges you pay for cleaning and testing 
the germination of your bin-run seed, it takes only one 
bushel per acre yield advantage to offset the price difference. 
Therefore, a three-bushel advantage gives you at least two 
bushels per acre toward your profit margin. 

Dear Dr. Bohling: I’m planting about 350 acres of 
corn using three different hybrids -— two long scason 
and a short season. Does that sound like a good 
strategy? 

I generally recommend a balance between three differ- 
ent matunties, full-« ason, adapted or mid-season, and 
short-season. Most agrunomists emphasize the adapted 
maturity group. suggesting packages involving 50 percent 
of your acres in the adapted maturity group, 25 percent full- 
season hybnds and 25 percent early season. 

This strategy helps spread out flowering dates and 
harvest dates to minimize nsk associated with the weather. 
Because of the cuu] 1992 season, | expect a tendency this year 
for growers tu back offfrom the full-season hybrid lineup. 1 
think this is a nustake. Full-season corn definitely offers a 
yield advantage in most years, and if 1993 brings us a mure 
normal growing season, those hybnds will benefit your 
program. 

Dear Dr. Bohling: I look at a lot of test-plot results, 
and I’malwaysa little confused about the meaning of 
some of the terms they use, such as “least significant 
difference.” Could you give me a simple explanation 
of these terms and how to interpret plot results? 

The least significant difference (LSD) is the yield d:ffer- 
ence you must have between trial entries in order to say, 
with confidence, that the variation is due to genetic yield 


potential. Other differences could be due to what we call plot 
error. Growing conditions can vary dramatically from one 
side of a field to the other or even from one row to another. 
The LSD takes this vanability intoaccount when comparing 
trial results. Researchers account for vanability and plot 
error by using replications. This means they plant each 
vanety several times in different locations and average the 
results. The performance vanability of the same entry from 
replication to replication is used to calculate the LSD value 

An LSD value of 10 means a yield difference must be at 
least 10 bushels per acre before a significant difference due 
to genetic yield potential can be claimed.

State Jobless 
Rate Declines, 
County’s Rises 


Maryland's unemploy- 
ment rate fell from 6.5 per- 
cent in November to6.3 per- 
cent in December, the low- 
est rate for 1992. This rate 
also reflects a mse in em- 
ploymentto an all-time high 
for a December. Almost 
7,000 fewer people were 
unemployed than in Decem- 
ber 1991, when the unem- 
ployment rate was 6.7 per- 
cent. 

In Garrett County, how- 
ever, the jobless rate in- 
creased from 10.2 percent 
in November to 11.1 per- 
cent in December. This was 
still well below the Decem- 
ber 1991 rate of 15.5 per 
cent. 

While regional unem- 
ployment trends were mixed 
during December, each of 
the state's four regions re- 
corded declines in jobleas 
ness from December 1991 
levels Unemploymentrates 
were lower than December 
1991 in 21 of the state’s 24 
purisdictions 

In the Westemi region, 
where rising joblexsness is 
the norm during December, 
the unemployment rate rose 
from 9 0 percent to 9 5 per- 
cent Even with this in- 
crease, the region's jobless 
rate 1s more than a full per 
centage point below the 
1991 estimate of 10.7 per

would like to share it with 
the readership of The Re- 
publican. 
The letter reads as fol- 
lows 
Life in Somalia is quite 
Jifferent from any place I've 
ever been or from anything 
\'ve ever experienced. I live 
ina tent, work in a tent, and 
eat in a tent, and believe it 
or not, that puts me way 
ahead of most of the popula- 
tion 
One of the first experienc- 
es | had was on my first trip 
to the U.S. Embassy Com- 
pound. T passed through the 
Mogandishu Market District 
and the first thing I saw 
were small canvas or burlap 
shacks that the people live 
‘ in. Most are nothing but 
poles with materials draped 
over them. The next sight to 
behold was meat hanging in 
the market. It hangs from 
the shacks in the 90 degree 
heat and is covered with 
flies. By the end of the day 
the entire area smells of 
rotting meat. 

In the evenings, the khat 
arrives in a convoy through 
the area. This is extremely 
dangerous because people 
are crowded up against your 
vehicle and it would be easy 
for a person with a handgun 
or a grenade to attack your 
truck. Khat is a plant that 
the natives chew. It gives 
them a high that has been 
described as drinking 20 
cups of espresso. We are in 
the greatest danger of being 
harasaedor shot at when people 
are high on khat. 

Thingsare normally quiet 
at the Mogandishu port 
facilities unless a relief ship- 
ment is being convoyed out 
w one of the relief centers. 
That is when the crowds are 
thick and mild. Many of 
them risk being killed to 
step trucks so they can loot 
them. Marines and M.P.s 
have a tough time keeping 
the crowds from over-run- 
ning the gate and entering 
the port. 

looking around Mogan- 
dishu, one would think it is 
fairly safe. All the technicals 
(vehicles mounting weapons 
such as large-caliber, crew- 
served machine guns and 
recoilless rifles’ have been 
driven out and very few 
weapons are seen.

my battalion's “street sweep” 
operation, | was a security 
supervisor in charge “itor 
group to protect our equip- 
nient while we removed 
wrecked vehicles, downed 
power poles, and huge quan- 
tities of dirt and debris from 
the streets so traffic could 
operate normally 

During one night's opera- 
tion, we heard gun fire, then 
a tnick full of Somalis drove 
right into our group and 
stopped. The men were 
armed and came from the 
area of the gun fire. A "Mexi- 
can stand-off occurred for 
about a minute with each 
side looking down gun bar- 
rels at each other. The Ma- 
rines with us finally emptied 
the truck and confiscated the 
weapons. One man in the 
truck was wounded, but we 
had no legal means of assist- 
ing locals in local fighting 
It’s extremely important in 
this country for the U.S 
Forces to look neutral. If 
we're seen as siding with 
One particular faction or 
clan, another faction or clan 
uses that as a reason to 
harass and fire on us. 

We did the entire opera- 
tion at night because of 
security reasons. We have 
night vision devices (NVGS) 
and they don't. They look 
like a set of binoculars and 
you affix them to your head 
so your hands are free. Look- 
ing through them is like 
being in daylight. One can 
see in all the alleys and holes 
in the walls. And you can see 
the bad guys before they see 
you. 

My second min-in with 
the Somalis who weren't 
very friendly with us was on 
the road south to Merka, a 
small town 65 miles south of 
Mogandishu, located on the 
coast. My Seabee battalion 
was doing a road survey 
because there was a possibil- 
ity that we might be tasked 
with repairing the road. We 
were checking a barrow pit 
(an area in which material is 
removed to repair roads). 

When we entered the pit, 
we saw two men running for 
two machine guns set up at 
the pit entrance, We exited 
the trucks and captured the 
two before they could fire 
the guns. We then set up a 
hasty defense and searched 
the area. To the front of the 
pit we located a 12.7 mm 
(.50 cal) anti-aircraft gun 
that was loaded and ready to 
fire on vehicles approaching 
the area. We also located two 
more rifles. We captured 
seven Somalis whom we 
then released. 

In the pit were eight

containers measuring 
8'x8'x15". They were partial- 
ly buried to hide them and 
we could not open them for 
the sand around the doors. 
There was no doubt in my 
mind that they were full of 
arms or munitions. We kept 
the weapons left by the 
Somalis, exited the area in a 
hurry, and informed the 
Marine headquarters of the 
situation. It was the Marines 
job to take care of what is 
not ours. A Seabees main 
function is constnmiction in 
support of the Marines. Most 
of our military training re- 
volves solely around defen- 
sive combat and running 
convoys to get to our camps 
and project sites. Offensive 
and aggressive actions are 
not part of the training, but 
I believe we did an outstand- 
ing job. 

Finally, to explain how 
desperate some people are, 
some of the local women 
offered prostitution to some 
of the military men here for 
one dollar or an M.R.E 
(meal ready to eat). This 
may seem cheap by some 
standards, but for a woman 
in a Muslim country to be 
caught in such an act is to 
be killed. Three women have 
been killed so far for being 
accused of such acts. That’s 
a very high risk and price to 
pay for a meal.

Cases Of Arson 
Throughout State 
Decline In 1992 
Maryland State Fire 
Marshal Rocco J. Gabriele 
has announced a reduction 
in arson offensesin the State 
of Maryland during 1992 
According to data col 
lected through the Uniform 
Crime Reporting Program, 
arson offenses decreased by 





Approximately 9%, in 199 
4s Compared with thia same 
in 1991 There were 
25 areona recorded 
throughout the state last 
Year AS Compare . 
bg Pared with 2.768 
The most aignificant re- 
duction in arson occurred 
inthe Baltimore. Metropoli- 
tan region, which includes 
Baltimore City, Anne 
Arundel, Baltimore, Har 
ford and Howard counties. 
Arson declined in this re- 





gion by approximately 14% 
in 1992 as compared with 
the same period in 1991 
There were 1,220 arsons 
recorded during 1992 in the 
Baltimore area as compared 
with 1,411 for this same 
period in 1991. 

The Western Maryland 
region, consisting of Gar- 
rett, Allegany, Washington, 
Frederick, and Carroll 
counties, recorded a 6% re- 
duction in arson offenses 
last year. Additionally, the 





Eastern Shore region, which 
includes the counties of 
Cecil, Kent, Caroline, 
Queen Anne’s, Talbot, Dor- 
chester, Somerset, Wico- 
mico and Worcester, also 
recorded a 6% reduction in 
arson offenses for 1992 as 
compared with 1991. 

The Washington-Metro- 
politan region, which in- 
cludesthe counties of Mont- 
gomery and Prince 
George’s, recorded a 4% re- 
duction in arson offenses 
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last year. There were 65Y 
arsons recorded in the 
Washington: Metropolitan 
region as compared with 684 
such incidents the previous 
year. 

Additionally, 20 indi- 
viduals were killed in arson 
related fires during 1992 
This was an increase of 
100% over the number of 
arson fatalities for this same 
period in 1991.

A number of people who 
have told me that, while they 
reahzed the church could be 
helpful to thos who needed 
help--the“weak”-they couldn't 
themselves having any 
need of the Chnstian fellow- 
ship. “Il get out all nght,” they 
have said in effect. Perhaps 
therv are those who don't need 
the church for what they can 
get out of it, but for what they 
can put into it. If you cant 
think of anything you need 
from the church, ask yourself 
what the church may need 
from you.

If 
we've never had a drinking 
problem, we must avoid being 
judgmental with those whodo 
The same is true of any kindof 
personal problem: mantal, fi- 
nancial, habitual, spiritual, 
whatever 

PLEASE YOURSELF 

Those ofus who are “strong” 
in some way, therefore, have 
an obhgation, not to judge or 
condemn, not to avoid or ig- 
nore, but to help the “weak” 
bear their burdens. So, Paul 
wnites, “We who are strong 
ought to bear with the failings 
of the weak, and not to please 
ourselves; let each of us please 
his neighbor for his good, to 
edify him” (15:1,2). Pointing to 
the example of Chnst, Paul 
says: “For Chnst did not please 
himself ..(15:3). 

Despite what the world tells 
us, the essence of life is not in 
pleasing ourselvea: When we 
focus on pleasing ourselves, it 
is like filling a bottomless pit 
and we are never pleased in 
the long run. Ironically, some- 
tunes the greatest pleasure in 
lifeis what we expenence when 
we deny ourselves and sacri 
fice our own desires for the 
sake of another. Dr. Alexis 
Carrelonce wrote: “Deny your- 
self, for there 1s no more beau- 
tiful adventure than the reno- 
vation and remaking of man- 
kind.”

TV Stations To Help Inform Parents 


Northern Higt School is 
embarking on a “bold new 
plan‘ to bring the school and 
community together, accord- 
ing to Robert Yunker. 
Northern's social studies 
department chairperson and 
member of NHS’s School 
Improvement Team. The 
achiool will produce: 
television programs to aid 
parents in becoming better 
educational partners with 
their children and with the 
school. With the cooperation 
of local cable companies 
including Harold’s T.V. in 
Grantaville, Triax Vitalink in 
Accident and Friendsville, 
and SRW Cable Company in 
McHenry, the school 
improvement team will pro- 
duce four one-hour television 
programs to aid parents in 
obtaining beneficial informa- 
tion. 

Yunker, a 23-year veteran 
of the classroom and the 
chairperson of the TV pro- 
ject, explained why the im- 
provement team has decided 
to pursuit the television 
project. 

"We utilize a number of 
methods to get the parents 
and the school together such 
as Back to School Night, 
parent conferences, newspa- 
per articles, and newslet- 
ters,” he said. "However, we 
still seem to be missing a 
number of parents who are 
interested in their child’s 
educational experience. Tele- 
vision seemed the ideal me- 
dium to use. In American 
homes today, it is almost an 
atitomatic response for fami- 
lies to come home from work 
or school and turn on the 
television. The cable compa- 
nies serving the northern 


areas of Garrett County 
were very receptive to the 
idea and offered help in 
promoting it.

Edwards Sponsoring 
"Right To Practice 


Forestry" Measure 
District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards is co- 
sponsoring a bill that seeks 
to require certain local 
governments to support the 


privately owned land by way 
of any pertinent planning 
and zoning regulations 
adopted at the local level. 
House Bill 1135, titled 
"Practice of Forestry - 
Support by Local Govern- 
ments,” received its first 
hearing by the House 
Environmental Matters 
Committee on Tuesday and 
received no opposition at 
that time. Testifying in 
favor of the bill was John M 
Forman, Oakland. president 


of the Marylend Forests 
Associations and forester for 


Wood Products of Oakland. 
termed the bill a "right to 
practice forestry” bill and 
stressed that the measure 
does not change land use. 
Instead, he said, it encourag- 
es the preservation of forest 
land. 

The goal is a common one 
among many groups intent 
on the state’s landscape 
being comprised of "tree tops 
instead of roof tops,” accord- 
ing to Forman, and the bill 
has received the support of 
the State Association of 
Forestry Boards, the Mary- 
land State Farm Bureau, 
and the Chesapeake Bay 
Foundation. 

In his testimony, Forman

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Education Board Asks Comisstoners 
To Seek Bonding Authority From State 


The Garrett County 
Board of Education: and 
Superintendent Dr .lerome 
Ryscavage met with the 
Garrett County Board of 
Commissioners Tuesday to 
review the education 
system's anticipated fiscal 
year 1994 projects, mainly 
the funding of two capital 
projects - the heating system 
at Northern High School and 
the locker room at Southern 
High School. Board Presi- 
dent Beverly Murphv indi- 
cated while the education 
board is open to sugges- 
tions as to how to fund the 
projects, the members would 
like the commissioners to 
consider seeking bonding 
authority from the Maryland 
Genera! Assembly as an 
alternative 

"This does not mean that 
you will definitely have to 
obtain bonding for these 
projects,” Ryscavage clarified. 
"It would simply give you the 
authority to do so.” 

Mrs. Murphy updated the 
commissioners on the two 
projects, explaining that the 
board is currently working 
with an architect on the 
design of the first half of the 
locker room at Southern and 
plans are to complete this 
work by September. She 
noted the board’s apprecia- 
tion to the commissioners for 
their support on this project 
“as it represents the first 
step in ultimately completing 
the renovation of Southern 
High.” The completion of the 
second half of this project is 
therefore critical in continu- 
ing the overall plan, the 
president said 

The second project for 
fiscal year “94 is the refur- 
bishment of the heating 
system at Northern. The 
board is currently in the 
process of identifying an 
engineer to design the work 
and hopes to award the 


contract in March. with the 
design to be completed by 
June 

This project is critical as 
our present heating system 
was installed over 40 years 
ago,” Mrs. Murphy said “Our 
maintenance staff feels that 
it is only a matter of time 
before it completely tails 
should this be during the 
heating season we would 
obviously be in trouble ” 

Ryscavage later added 
that although the mainte- 
nance employees have not 
resorted to “baling wire and 
chewing gum,” they are 
dangerously close to those 
measures 

The board estimates the 
cost of both projects to be 
approximately $450,0G0 to 
$475,000 

“We recognize that this is 
a significant amount of fund- 
ing to request of you, Mrs 
Murphy said. “We would like 
to determine if it will be 
possible for you to fund 
these projects on a piuy-as- 
you-go basis. It this is possi- 
ble, we can conclude our 
discussion. If it would be 
difficult but not impossible, 
perhaps there could be some 
things done to increase the 
probability. . | Should it 
clearly not be possible to 
proceed with the FY 1904 
project on a@ pay-as-you-go 
basis, we would like you to 
consider seeking bonding 
authority from the General 
Assembly. As a result of 
discussions with both Dele- 
gate Edwards and Senator 
Hafer several weeks ago, 
they indicated that they 
would certainly be receptive 
to such a request on your 
part”

Health Department 
Reports Year's 
Third Rabies Case 


Garrett County's third 
rabies case of 1993 was 
confirmed recently by the 
Maryland Laboratories 
Administration, according to 
Rodney Glotfelty, sanitarian 
for the Garrett County 
Health Department. The 
rabid animal was a raccoon 
and was submitted to the 
county health department on 
Feb. 18. 

The raccoon was discov- 
ered by Stanley Friend on 
his property off Shady Dell 
Road. The diseased animal 
had reportedly fought with 
Friend's dog, and was killed 
As the pet’s vaccination 
Status was current, it was 
given a booster shot and will 
be observed for three 
months. There was no 
human exposure in the 
incident. 

Glotfelty noted that the 
dog was properly isolated for 
several hours following the 
fight with the rabid raccoon 
This action enabled the 
Friend family to avoid 
contact with the virus, which 
could have been viable in the 
raccoon saliva deposited on 
the dog's coat 

All cases of rabies this 
year have been in raccoons 
found south of Oakland, 
Glotfelty said 

“This does not mean that 
rabies has ceased to be a 
problem in other geographic- 
al areas of the county,”

Continued from Page A-1 
reach the mid-way point. 
‘By looking at our long- 
range capital improvement 
program, it would appear 
that a bond issue will proba- 
bly be the only way in which 
the projects planned for FY 
1906 will be accomplished.”

We don’t usually harp on the same topic week afer 
week in this column, but oceasionally the level of 
importance of the issue at hand warrants more than 
one or two editorial- 

A few months ago we strongly augyested that the 
board of county commissioners proceed with legislation 
to gve them bonding authonty for the benefit of the 
Garrett County Board of Education. We renew that 
suggestion today with increased vigor since deadlines 
are involved 

The superintendent of schools and several members 
of the elected board made the same request of the 
commissioners thia week With the 1993 lemslative 
session more than half over, time ts of the essence. 

The board requested that the commissioners eimply 
file legislation that would give them the ability to float 
bonds so bonding would be an option available to them. 
Such an option could be utilzed to fund capital pro- 
jects not only for the school system. but for all other 
county agencies as well 

The board of education has immediate capital needs 
of approximately $175,000 to complete the renovation 
of the locker room at Southern High School and to 
replace the heating system at Northern High School. 
The condition of the Southern High locker room is 
bevond deplorable. There has been at least one case of 
another school's refusing to use Southern’s facilities. 
Not only is this an embarrassment, but it 1s outrageous 
that our students have to he deprived this way. 
Meanwhile, the heating system at Northern is 
dangerously close to total failure. 

Some much greater capital needs lie just around the 
corner for the board of education, such as the con- 
struction of a new school in 

The “pay as you go” philosophy of two of our three 
commissioners 1s fine in an idyllic world or when one 
1s fortunate enough to have substantial wealth. But 
Garrett County is in the real world and it is not 
wealthy. It is much hke most of its citizens, who must 
horrow moncy to own a house or a car or to build a 
garage. There is certainly nothing dishonorable about 
being in debt. 

One of the line items in the board of education 
budget is capital expenditures. If the commissioners 
floated bonds for a particular project, the funds 
allocated for capital improvements each vear would be 
used as payments of the bonds In that way, bonding 
would cause no increase in the school budget 

We feel so strongly about this matter, we close this 
column with a threat If Commissioners Groves and 
Butscher do not agree to pursue bonding authority 
legislation this legislative session, we will do evervthing 
In our power at election time to bring about an end to 
their political careers 
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To the Editor 

As a concemed citizen of 
Garrett County, 1 wish to 
discuss the use of “snow days 
as they pertain tothe close of 
school sessions throughout 
the county As | understand 
It, snow days are dayswhen 
school is not in session in 
order to protect those who 
would either be transported 
or those who are doing the 
transporting When it is 
determined that the rads 
are hazardous, then we are 
told Garrett County schools 
are closed Riyht? 

If this is the case, then 
allow me to ask another 
question Why, on Wednes- 
day, Feb. 17, 1993, when the 
roads were covered with 
snow and ice (including 
Routes 219 and 560) did we 
not have a snow day? 
Instead, on Tuesday, Feb 16, 
1993, when the roads were 
in better condition than 
Wednesday's roads, we had 
a snow day, and all schools 
in the county were closed. It 
seems tome there might have 
heen an error in judgment. 
An error in judgment 18 
acceptable by all, but when 
another error 1s made that 
claims the life of an 8-year- 
old while onher way toschool, 


then it ia time to ask 
questions 
Clearly. the road con- 


ditions on Wednesday, 
warranted a snow day’ and 
the road conditions on 
Tuesday at least should have 
started with a two-hour 
delay Then those conditions 
would have been monitored 
like Allegany School district 
did on Wednesday. They 
started out with a two-hour 
delay and later that morning 
determined that day was a 
“snaw day “ 

Who's to say that the 
tragedy on Route 56) would 
not have occurred even 
dunng a “snow day” But 
even so, the nsk would have 
been less under different 
circumstances The need for 
travel would have been less 
demanding if it was for 
reasonsother than work and 
sch: wl 

Would it be possible in the 
futur>, when road conditiona 
are such thattravelisclearly 
hazardous, that Garrett 
County start with two-hour 
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delays, to be updated within 
those two hours? If this was 
a set policy, then the 
demanding situation which 
may havebmught about this 
tragedy would be avoided 
Thank you for considenng

On the morning of Wed- 
nesday, Feb. 17, Mr Sharp- 
less was out driving on coun- 
ty roadways from before 4 
a.m. until about 5 am., 
checking the conditions In 
addition, he telephoned 11 
local agencies that morning, 
‘roads dept., sheriff's office, 
etc.) and received a consen- 
sus agreement that the road 
conditions were such that 
school could be held 

Sharpless also noted that 
the child who was killed in 
the auto mishap that morn- 
ing was not enroute to 
school at the time of the 


accident, which was about 
7.10am

The following letter is in 
response to a letter that 
appeared inthe February 11 
issue of The Republican. 

To the Editor. 

The Whiteface Farm was 
donated to the county many 
years ago by a private 
individual to benefit Garrett 
County Memonal Hospital 
A portion of the farm was 
used toconstruct the Garrett 
County Airport. It 1s my 
understanding that all 
proceedsor revenue generat- 
ed from the farm have been 
conveyed to the hospital and 
the proceeds from the recent 
public sale of the property 
will also be given to the 
hospital. 

The county commissioners 
and the Whiteface Farm 
committee of the hospital 
board decided to sell the 
portion of the farm that was 
not used forcounty purposes 
The Garrett County Sanitary 
District attempted to pur- 
chase a portion of the farm 
before it was offered for public 
sale. The Whiteface Farm 


committee of the hospital and 
the county commissioners 
elected not to subdivide the 
property. 

The county commissioners 
and the hospital board have 
the authority to sell the 
property as they see fit 
without public offering 
Primarily due to an expres- 
sion of interest in a portion of 
the property by the Sanitary 
District, a decision was made 
by those with authonty over 
the property tooffer the farm 
in its entirety at public sale 
This wasdone to prevent any 
implication or appearance of 
impropriety. It was also 
recognized that the Sanitary 
Distnct was competing for 
the land in un open market 
condition with the potential 
of not being the highest 
bidder 

The Sanitary Distnct has 
purchased the property for 
future expansion of the Deep 
Creek Lake sewer system 
Prior to construction of the 
existing Deep Creek Lake 
sewer project, one of the 
options considered was to 
provide a separate treatment 
facility with land application 
ofthe treated sewage effluent 
on the Whiteface Farm. The 
Deep Creek Lake sewer 

system is at capacity. The 
Sanitary Commission has 
imposed a moratorium on 
sewer taps. At some point in 
the future it will become 
necessary to expand the 
sewer system. Cost effective 
options are limited in this 
service area. Environmental 
restnctions and regulations 
make it much more difficult 
to construct new facilities 
which discharge into small 
streams and bodies of water. 
Indications are that environ- 
mental controls will become 
even more stringent in the 
future. 

Anticipating the need to 
expand the system atafuture 
date, the Sanitary Commis 
sion authonzed the purchase 
of the land. There are not 
many parcels in and around 
Deep Creek Lake that are 
suitable or affordable for this 
purpose. Control of the farm 
by the Sanitary Distnct will 
secure the potential to 
construct a system to remove 
all of the sewage from the 
Mcllenry area to the farm 
for treatment and disposal. 
Land application is the most 
environmentally sound 
method of sewage effluent 
disposal.

EMILRGENCY SC HOOL CLOSINGS AND DELAYS 

(This article was written in conjunction with Clark 
Sharpless, Director of Transportation with the Board of 
Education.) 

Each year the decision to delay, close, or dismiss schools 
early attracts a great deal of attention. Living in Garrett 
County is aunique and more complicated situation than any 
other county in Maryland due tothe harsh winter weather. 
Because of the vastness of this county and the variety of 
weather fronts which may confront it, a decision to delay, 
close, or operate as usual may be very difficult tomake. 

After road conditions around the county have been 
reviewed by the Director of Transportation a summary of 
those road conditions along with status reports of highway 
crews and the most recent local weather forecasts are 
provided tothe Superintendent of Schools. A preliminary 
decision is then made at approximately 5:30 a.m. by the 
Superintendent. If time permits and weather forecasts are 
uncertain, additional road checks may be made and other 
information is compiled for additional review. Once the 
Superintendent makes a final decision the Director of 
Transportation contacts radiostations by 6 a.m. toinform 
the public andthe school bus contractors/drivers. 

Occasionally a decision is made based upon current 
weather forecasts and road conditions, yet the weather 
changes drastically, making the decision appear foolhardy. 
When this occurs, it is crucial that parents play an active 
role indetermining whether or not to send theirchildren to 
school. If parentsconsider the road conditions too dangerous 
to travel, they should not allow their children to travel on 
the school bus. In addition, in the event that schools are 
dismissed early, parents should make prior arrangements 
to have their children received at the school bus stop 
location 

Asummary of suggestions for Garrett County students 
riding school buses during the winter months include: 

1. Dress warmly during winter months - boots, winter 
coats, gloves, hat, etc., 

2. Attempt to arrive at the stop location five minutes 
prior tothe scheduled bus arrival times, and 

3. Stay off the traveled portion of the roadway while 
awaiting the arnval of the school bus, More accidents occur 
at the bus stop than occur while students are on board the 
school bus 

4. Finally, parents should make sure that the bus has 
arrived and students are on board. Road conditions, me- 
chanical failure, etc., may result in a late arrival of the 
school bus. Be sure to listen to radio stations for announce-

The farm is remotely 
located from the service area. 
Portions of it are entirely 
outside the Deep Creek Lake 
drainage basin. Land 
application will not have any 
adverse impact on neigh- 
boring property. Develop- 
ment in and around the 
airport and runway will be 
prevented. The sewage from 
the Deep Creek Lake State 
Park has, for years, been 
applied tothe land above the 
state park near the fire tower 
area. I believe this method is 
the best approach for future 
expansion of the system. It 
was necessary to try to keep 
the farm undeveloped forthis 
purpose. 

The Garrett County 
Sanitary District, Inc., is a 
Maryland corporation eatab- 
lished by provisions of the 
Annotated Code of Maryland 
for the express purpose of 
providing water and sewer 
service in the county. Tlie 
district is governed by a five 
member commission. Each 
Sanitary Commission mem 
beris appointed by thecounty 
commissioners to serve a31x- 
year term. | was authonzed 
y the Sanitary Commission 
toact onitsbehalftopurchase 
the farm. The commission 
had also set a maximum bid 
price. The property was pur- 
chased within its guidelines. 

The taxpayers in Garrett 
County are not paying for 
the purchase of the Whiteface 
Farm. The Sanitary District, 
in accordance with the sewer 
and water system user fee 
structure, sets aside portions 
of the quarterly service 
charges for a reserve or 
sinking fund The reserve is 
for future replacement of 
system equipment or 
components A reserve fund 
has been maintained for the 
Deep Creek sewer system 
sinceits construction in 1983 
The distnct has adequate 
funds in reserve to purchase 
the property. No money was 
borrowed to make the 
purchase Only Deep Creek 
l.ake sewer system reserve 
funda were used for this 
purpase 

The district 1s limited in 
the methods it can use to 
invest reserve funda. The 
interest rates are low on 
current reserve investments. 
The appreciation of value on 
the Whiteface Farm is likely 
to exceed the rate of interest 
being returned on district 
reserves In the event the 
farm is not needed for future 
expansion of the Deep Creek 


sewer system the District can 
dispose of the land and 
recover the investment. 
The purchase of the farm 
by the district will not impact 
user rates. No county tax 
money was used and none is 
anticipated for any futureuse 
of the property. The property 
has been off of the county tax 
rolls for many years. It will 
remain inatax exempt status 
under the ownership of the 
distnct. Assessmentson farm 
land in Garrett County are 
very low compared to 
recreational properties. The 
total undeveloped assess- 
ment of the 361 acre parcel 
would not generate any 
significant amount of real 


estate tax. Expansion of the 
Deep Creek Lake sewer 
system will facilitate or 
accommodate additional 
growth near the lake where 
taxes will far exceed the loss 
in revenue from the farm.

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Ag Transfer Tax 
Bill Submitted 


District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards has co- 
sponsored Hose Bill 1279, 
titled "Agricultural Transfer 
Tax,” that seeks to suspend 
the requirement that a coun- 
ty return its share of the 
agricultural transfer tax 
funds to the state preserva- 
tion fund after a period of 
three years if those funds 
are not used by the local 
jurisdiction. 

Edwards explained that 
the state had not been re- 
leasing any of the funds 
until just recently which had 
Prevented the county from 


being able to use the money. 
In the case of Garrett Coun- 
ty, the amount is approxi- 
mately $500,000, according 
to Edwards 


The existing law states, 
“If any revenue in the special 
county account has not been 
expended or committed on or 
before three years from the 
date of deposit into the 
county account, the county 
collector shall remit that 
revenue to the comptroller 
for deposit in the Maryland 
Agricultural Land Preserva- 
tion Fund.” 


The bill is assigned to the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee.

Edwards Again 
Backing Speed 
Limit Increase 


District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards has co- 
sponsored a bill that would 
raise the speed limit on 
certain state highways from 
55 mph to 60 mph in an 
effort to offer a compromise 
Proposal after two years of 
trying to raise the limit to 65 
mph. 

House Bill 1117 would 
authorize the State Highway 
Administration to increase, 
to the extent authorized by 
federal law, the maximum 
speed at which a person may 
lawfully drive a vehicle on 
certain interstate highways. 


Edwards stressed the 
point that the increase, if 
passed, woukl not apply to 
all state roadways. He did 
say, however, that Interstate 
68 and most of Interstate 70 
would be affected by the 
change. 


Edwards was the sole 
sponsor of bills during the 
last two years that would 
have raised the speed limit 
on those certain highways to 
65 mph.

“Thisisa very important 
day for Program Open Space,” 
Secretary Brown said. "Not 
only does House Bill 593 deal 
with funding issues, but it 
will also improve the opera- 
tions and efficiency of Pro- 
gram Open Space land acqui- 
sition and local grants ad- 
ministration.” 

Program Open Space was 
designed tobe funded by a0.5 
percent real estate transfer 
tax. Since 1990, because of 
the state’s budgetary prob- 
lems, over $120 million au- 
thorized for Program Open 
Space has been used for defi- 
cit reduction. 


The legislation proposes 
a gradual process that will 
allow all money generated by 
the tax to be used for open 
space acquisition and pro- 
grams by 1998. 

After the presentation, 
Secretary Brown said he was 
pleased with the hearing 
“The number of people who 
came to Annapolis today in 
supportofthislegislation was 
phenomenal, no one spoke in 
opposition tothe bill, and the 
committee was very respect- 
ful of the testimony they 
heard today.”

Caring for High Fever 
In Young Children 


Normal body temperature varies and is not 
a set number, such as 98.6 degrees F, as many 
persons believe. in children, the normal temperature 
taken rectally may range from 97 to 100 degrees. 
The highest temperature readings in children tendto 
occur in the late afternoon and early evening hours 
A low-grade fever (100 to 102 degrees) may occur 
with minor problems such as an uncomplicated 
upper respiratory tract infection. 

What one should do about high fever in a 
child has a lot to do with the age and condition of the 
child. For example, a toddier with a temperature of 
104 whois playing and eating well generally is of less 
concern than a child with a temperature of 102 who 
Is irritable or not eating. On the other hand. arestless 
newborn or infant with a temperature of 100 to 101 
May require immediate medical care 

There are several things one should do or 
not do when a child has a high fever. For one thing, 
never give the child a sponge bath in rubbing alcoho! 
or ice water. Rapid lowering of fever often can be 
achieved with a tepid or warm water bath. Tepid 
water baths should, however, be reserved for tem- 
peratures that exceed 104 Most authorities recom- 
mend acetaminophen as the best and safest fever 
medicine for children. Make certain to use the cor- 
rect dose based on the child's age and/or weight

GCC Receives 
Grant To Fund 
Math Program 


Garrett Community Col- 
lege recently received an 
Eisenhower Grant to fund 
in-service training for 12 
middle and high school edu- 
cators in the 1993 Summer 
Mathematics Program, ac- 
cording to Dr. Nancy 
Priselac, coordinator of math- 
ematics. The grant was 
awarded as the result of a 
proposal written by Terry 
Norris and Dr. Priselac. 

The program will pay a 
$75 per day stipend plus 
lunch money to participants 
whowill experience forthem- 
selves the learning benefits 
of teaching mathematics 
through active exploration, 
stimulation of learning, ac- 
tive problem solving, coop- 
erative learning, peer in- 
struction, use of calculators 
and computers in the class- 
room, and class discussion. 

Based on the “Tune in 
Math and Science” project 
supported by General Motors 
Engineering and Manage- 
ment Institute, Michigan 
State University, and part- 
ners, the program will in- 
volve 11 daysoftraining: July 
6-8, 12-15, and 19-22. 

In this program, basedon 
the Standards “Four” Alge- 
braic Thought text, learners 
are challenged to develop 
their knowledge using 
manipulatives intheconcrete 
realm; representing and in- 
vestigating concepts visually 
with an increased emphasis 
on graphing; and generaliz- 
ing by connecting the results 
of these activities tothe sym- 
bolic realm.

“We are always interested in 
receiving input fromall Mary- 
landerson the management 
of the state’s wildlife re- 
sources.” 

Significant changesinthe 
season from last year are as

Periodic 
outbreaks in Canada and 
the United States are 
known. Certain cheeses, 
sandwiches and inad- 
equately cooked hamburg- 
ers have been implicated in 
the problem 

We are not helpless to 
avoid this dangerous organ- 
ism. Common sense, no 
shortcuts when cooking 
meat, knowing the source 
of your meat, and scrupu- 
lous sanitary conditionscan 
prevent the repetition of this 
tragic outbreak. 
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Cooking the meat to an 
internal temperature of 160 
degrees F should destroy 
this bacteria How do you 
know when the tempera: 
ture. is high enough? Meat 
patties must be cooked un- 
til they are steaming hot 
and juices run clear Any 
red tint in the juice or a 
pink color in the center of 
the hamburger should make 
you reject the meat 

People need not fear E 
cohin ground beef The suf- 
ficiently high cooking tem- 
perature will kill the bacte- 
ria. It needs to be empha- 
sized that the current out- 
break stemmed from a 
heavily contaminated prod. 
uct; Jack in the Box recalled 
28,000 pounds of frozen 
hamburger patties from this 
batch.

Caring Connection Continues Effort 


To Assist Pregnant, 


The Caring Connection 
Program of Garrett Commu- 
nity College, now in its fifth 
year of operation, has been 
helping pregnant and 
parenting teens complete 
their education and obtain 
employment to achieve self- 
sufficiency. 

Initially a student is re- 
ferred tothe program by high 
school counselors, school 
nurses, teachers, and com- 
munity agencies. When astu- 
dent is referred to the pro- 
gram, Sue Sines, intake/ 
counselor specialist meets 
with the student as soon as 
possible after the referral. 

“This is critical, because 
if a student is considering 
dropping out of school, it is 
important that thecounselor 
discuss this situation before 
the student makes a final 
decision,” Sines said. “The 
dropout rate for pregnant and 
parenting teens is already 
very high and with the in- 
crease in teen pregnancy 
nationwide, students need to 
be made aware of the conse-

Even when a student de- 
cides to dropoutof school, the 
counselor keeps in contact 
with the student hoping that 
she will reconsider her deci- 
sion.

Forthe student whocon- 
tinues her education, the 
counselor meets with the stu- 
denton a weekly basis at her 
school.

The Caring Connection 
Program provides counsel- 
ing, referral to community 
agencies, tuition assistance 
forcredit and non-credit vo- 
cational classes at Garrett 
Community College, andchild 
care and/or transportation 
assistance while attending 


school of college. The coun: * 


selor also helps students ar- 
range day care, transporta- 
tion, tutoring, provides aca- 
demic advising at the college 
level, and anything else they 
need tocomplete their educa- 
tion. 

Currently, according to 
Sines, the program is assist- 
ing 21 students. Of those, 
eight are attending Garrett 
Community College andnine 
are enrolled in high school. 
One studentis attending both 
high school and college, two 
students have droppedout of 
school this year, and the re- 
maining three participants 
receive other types of sup- 
port, such as career guid- 
ance and job referral. 

Whena pregnant student 
goes on home teaching, Sines 
visits the student at herhome. 
Students may stay home to 
recuperate up to six weeks 
after their baby is born. 
“Since thisis an adjustment 
time for the new mother and 
baby, home visits are looked 
forward to by the partici- 
pants,” Sines said. 


Federal funding for the 
program 1s provided by the 
Maryland State Department 
of Education, Division of Ca- 
reer Technology and Adult 
learning. 

“These students have 
proven that being a teen par- 
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ent doesn’t mean giving up 
theireducation. Education is 
theirkey to success and inde- 
pendence,” Sinesconcluded.

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Economic Package Long On Taxes, 
Short On Spending Cuts 


While crediting President 
Clinton for raising the issue 
of federal deficit reduction, 
the Amencan Farm Bureau 
Federation says the 
president's proposal rehestan: 
heavily on tax increases and 
provides no guarantees that 
meaningful cuts will be made 
in government expenditures 

AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner said his organiza 
tion wil work with Clinton 
toward his stated goal of de- 
veloping a leaner, more eff:- 
cient federal government 
Clinton’soutlined plan, how 
ever, appears to signal more 
of the “same old thing: tax 
and spend.” 

“A heavy reliance on tax 
Increases ratherthan spend 
ing cuts to reduce the deficit 
9a false premise,” Kleckner 
said. “As the 1990 budget 
summit agreement demon 
strated, it is impossible to 
transform increased tax rev 
enues into actual deficit re 
duction. Without the means 
to enforce spending disci- 
pline, taxpayers who will be 
emptying their wallets will 
be making an empty ges- 
ture.” 

Kleckner said Farm Bu 
reauis concerned that many 
of the president's proposed 
spending cuts are not suffi- 
cient to solve the problem 
Meanwhile, the plan of addi- 
tronal taxes proposed by 
Chnton will take a dispro- 
portionate bite out of US 
net farm income 

“The energy tax proposed 
by the president is particu- 
larly unfair,” Kleckner said 
“It will impose a substantial 
burden on agriculture, both 


in dereet and indinect cota 
The fann necovery of the late 

wwas ereatly helped by 
stable or dechning costs for 
fuel, fertihvers and pesti 
aides The energy tax pro- 
posed by the president could 
mean anywhere from S600 
milhon te $1 billion in added 
costs for our nation’s farm 
ers and ranchers.” 

President Clinton has 
targeted several other areas 
inagnculture for budget cuts 
and revenue increases 
Kleckner said one proposal 
that Farm Bureau would 
undoubtedly oppose is an 
increase in federal grazing 
fees on public land 

“We will continue to op- 
pose increased grazing fees,” 
he said. “That's not a new 
battle Inthe past the motive 
for increasing grazing fees 
has been to keep cattle and 
sheep off of our Western pub- 
lic lands. I don't knew what 
the president's motive 1s, but 
if grazing fees go up, ranch- 
crs are going to be driven off 
the range just like theircattle 
and sheep. Grazing fees are 
not subsidized today They're 
based on a market-based for- 
mula that makes good eco- 
nomic sense ” 

One Clinton proposal ties 
government farm payments 
to off-tarm income levels. If 
approved by Congress, farm- 
ers with off-farm incomes of 
$100,000 or more would re- 
ceive no federal agricultural 
subsidies as of Oct. 1. Ac- 
cording to Clinton, that plan 
would save anestimated $470 
milhon 

“This represents a foot in 
the door for agricultural

heve the estimated savings 
of such a plan are grossly 
inflated,” Kleckner said. “If 
they cannot participate in 
the farm program, people will 
choose a path that provides 
them the most income from 
their farms. In many cases 
they will rent their land to 
other farmers who do qualify 
for the farm program, 30 
there will be little impact on 
overall farm expenditures.” 

Kleckneralso questioned 
the wisdom of cutting $262 
million from agricultural re- 
search programs from 1901 
through 1907 

“In the long run, cuts in 
farm research programs end 
up costing a lot more than 
they save,” he said. “Farm 
research has been cut a lot 
already and that sour future 
bread and butter That's the 
seed for agriculture sfuture ” 


Kleckner also said Farm 
Bureau would oppose fur- 
ther assessments on non-pre- 
gram commodities, such as 
loan charges on crops lke 
soybeans and sugar

Since 1982, agriculture 
has been a prominent con- 
tributor in every deficit-re- 
duction package, according 
toKleckner. Agriculture has 
taken its fair share of cuts, 
while many other areas of 
federal spending have gone 
untouched, and “it’s time for 
budget cuta to be spread 
evenly throughout all areas 
of federal spending, includ- 
ing entitlements,” he said. 

“Over the years, agricul- 
ture hasbeen willing toshare 
in the pain,” Kleckner said. 
“We can say with justifica- 
tion that we've taken our 
share of spendingcuts. Farm 
program spending has been 
cut by 50 percent since 198b. 
It the rest of the government 
had cut spending anywhere 
nearthat, our federal budget 
already would be running in 
the black ” 

Clinton's plan also calls 
for an increase, in 1996, in 
the amount of so-called “flex 
acres” that are ineligible for 
government payments to 25 
percent of a farmer's pro- 
gram base acreage from its 
current 15 percent. Also 
eliminated in 1996 would be 
the “0-92° and “50-92” pro- 
grams, which encourage con- 
servation by allowing farm- 
ers to receive benefitson some 
unplanted acres. 

“Another increase in flex 
acres will directly impact an 
individual's net farm income 
whenithits three years from 
now,” Klecknersaid. “I think 
there will be a lot of opposi- 
tion to the elimination of 0- 
92 and 50-92 because those 
were the types of programs 
thatreally have worked quite 
well as incentives for conser- 
vation.” 

Kleckner said Farm Bu- 
reau was intrigued by an 
administration proposal to 
save $730 million, from 199-4 
through 1997, by consolidat- 
ing federal farm services 
(SCS, ASCS, FmHA) into a 
single agency. 

“The consolidation pro- 
posal sounds as though it 
will make sense to many 
farmers and we'll certainly 
Jook at it,” he said. “I think 
well look at it with a favor- 
able eye in Farm Bureau, 
but again that all depends on 
how the plan is imple- 
mented ” 

Kleckner pointed out one 
notable omission from 
Clinton's economic package- 
-a broad-based capital gains 
tax cut 

“A cutin the capital gains 
tax is stul a top priority for 
farmers and ranchers,” he 
said. “At the very least, such 
gains should be indexed to 
prevent inflation from erod- 
ing the value of assets such 
as land, which represents 
farmers’ pnmary asset.” 

According to Kleckner, 
Clinton’scommitment tocon- 
clude trade talks was “very 
positive” for Amenca’s farm- 
ers 

“Trade 1s going to be the 
salvation for agnculture in 
many of our commodities,” 
Kleckner said. “We simply 
need to expand trade. We're 
efficient producers in 
Amenca. I think his mes- 
sage on the NAFTA and 
GATT was the high point of 
his message for agriculture 
GATT has further to gothan 
NAFTA, but President 
Chnton had not really sent 
the message strongly, until 
his State of the Union ad- 
dress, about hiscommitment 
to a successful conclusion of 
the Uruguay Round.”

Seerctary Espy 
Not Following 
Madigan’s Path 

The new Agriculture 

Secretary Mike Espy has 
pledge to cut the massive 
bureaucracy he has inher- 
ited, but warned it would be 
done his way, not that of his 
predecessor 

Outgoing secretary Ed 

ward Madigan had proposed 
closing about 1,200 of the 
14,000 offices around the 
nation to help streamline 
the nation’s fourth largest 
agency, which has 124,000 
employees and spends S62 
billion a year 

“That proposal was sub- 
mitted by Ed Madigan, who 
of course 1s a great man, but 
he is a former Secretary of 
Agriculture,” Espy said. 

‘What I'm first going to 
do before we start closing 

tfices in the field is to ex- 
amine the operation in 
Washington, D.C. Because 
hefore you start cutting 
farmers’ services and local 
offices in the rural areas, 
veu ought to send a mes- 
sige first that we ought to 
clean up our own shop in 
Washington ” 

Espy. confirmed recently 
as the nation’s first black 
dgneculture secretary, wall 
be immediately pressured 
te determine whether the 
United States should again 
provide grain credits to 
Russia 

The former Soviet Union 
has continued to default on 
US -backed farmn loans, and 
now owes the U.S. $228 
million 

Rut Kussia’s future im- 
portance in Americas in- 
ternational agriculture 
trade is such that the fed- 
eral government must con- 
tinue to support Russia de- 
spite its failure to pay back 
loans, Espy said. “I believe 
we cannot forsake that mar- 


ket. because the strength of 
agriculture inthe future will 
depend on the strength of 
International trade,” Espy 
sad 

"We have a mght to ex- 
pect that we can develop 
new marketslike the former 
Soviet Union, but our tax- 
payers have the mght to 
expect that we will be paid 
for what we do. It 13 very 
urgent, and in my level of 
priorities is something we 
will be going forward with 
very quickly ~ 

Espy spelled out his 
department's responsibili- 
ties, and summed it up by 
saying, “If you grow food or 
if you eat food, if you wear 
clothes or you make clothes, 
you're involved in agricul- 
ture, and some facet of what 
we do will touch your life 
everyday.” 

Espy also addressed con- 
cerns voiced around the 
nation that the Cabinet po- 
sition for agriculture had 
traditionally been held by 
someone from the Midwest, 
not the South. Espy empha- 
sized that he would repre- 
sent the concerns of all the 
nation’s farmers, but ac- 
knowledged that the South 
can expect to fare well in 
the new administration. 


“The fact is that 
(Chnton) 1s from Arkansas, 
the vice president is from 
Tennessee and now the sec- 
retary of agriculture is from 
right here in Yazoo City.” 


Espy said he would try 
to consolidate offices in the 
field and muke the agency's 
national computer system 
more effective. But at the 
same time, he tried to pro- 
tect his budget. 

“There is a difference 
between cutting offices and 
cutting budgets,” Espy said 
“Sometimes we'll be closing 
offices but the budget will 
be just the same.” (AP)

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Selenium-lHlow Ahout Beef Animals 
Should beef producers ne concerned about feeding Sele- 
nium? The soils and planta of the northeast, including 
Garrett County, are low in Selenium. 
Nutntional Muscular Dystrophy (NMD), I believe some- 


times referred to as “White Muscle Disease,” can becume a 
serous problem if there is a Selenium deficiency in the 
animal's system In a subacute form, calves affected show « 
stiff, stilted gant, an arched back and are disinclined tu 
move--those affected with severely degenerated skeletal 
muscle may not be able to stand When driven, some with 
severe heart involvement may die suddenly. 

A characteristic of NMD 1s its bilateral symmetmica: 
distribution. Lesions are indicated by a lghtening in the 
color of affected muscle which vanes considerably from a 
slight leaching to a distinct calcification. 

The easy way to assure your cattle are supplied with 
Selenium is to include it in the grain mixtures or through 
trace mineral salts The National Research Council has 
recommended a feed level of approximately 0 1 to 0.3 parts 
per million (PPM) on aration dry matter basis. As you can 
see, the requirements are not much. Too much Seleniumcan 
he very toxic. 

If yourcows and calves have not received any Seleniun:, 
you should consult your vet on injecting Selenium, particu- 
larly in the young animals Start your cows on feed or salt 
with Selenium. Selenium is not readily available to calves 
through the milk.

The preeident's tax plan 
would not only add directly 
to the cost of fuel and other 
typee of energy, but it could 
aleo mean hogher indirect 
costa for pesticides, fertilizer 
and other items that require 
energy to manufacture 
Under the proposal, coal,

Unlike the federal 
motor fuels excise tax, there 
would be no off-road exemp- 
tion for agricultural uses. 

Farmers and ranchers 

rely on those fuels to operate 
their machinery, dry grain, 
heat greenhouses and other 
farm buildings, and run live- 
stock operations. In addition, 
people living in rural areas 
use more gasoline because 
then often must drive greater 
d.stances for routine activi- 
ties. 

Ron Thieseen, a Nebraska 
cattle rancher, must make a 
90-mile round trip from his 
home in Chadron to Gordon 
to get machinery parts. If he 


needs to see a medical spe- 
cialist in Rapid City, S.D., or 
Scottsbluff, Neb., its a 200- 
mile round trip. 

Amencan Farm Bureau 
Federation economist Terry 
Franc] estimated that the 
energy tax would coat farm- 
ers an additional $1 billion, 
equivalent to about two per- 
centof total net farm income 

“The cost of the energy 
tax for individual farms will 
vary greatly depending upon 
the s:ze of the operation, the 
type of commodities pro- 
duced and the weather im- 
pact,” Francl said, noting that 
the total cost may range from 
a few hundred dollarstosev- 

eral thousand dollars per 
farm 

Forexample, drying costs 
for grain producers can be 
minimal some years but are 
quite high during high mois- 
ture years--which was the 
case for corn in 1992, he said. 

The BTU tax on atypical 
430-acre Midwest grain farm 
could cust $800 per year, 
Francl estimated. That is 
based on direct fuel pur 
chases, estimating the farm 
uses 1,800 gallons of gaso- 
line, 5,000 gallons of diesel 
fuel and 10,870 gallons of 
propane for grain drying.

Now’s The Time 
To File For 
Dairy Refunds 


Dairy farmers who re- 
duced their 1992 milk 
marketings from 1991 pro- 
duction levela have until 
March 15 to file for refunds 
under the Dairy Refund 
Payment Program (DRPP), 
which is part of the Omni- 
bus Budget Reconciliation 
Act of 1990 

The act required an 
11.25 cents per hundred- 
weightreduction in the price 
paidto producers for al] milk 
marketed for commercial 
use in calendar year 1992. 
That amount was increased 
on May 1, 1992, by 2.4 cents 
per hundredweight for a 
total of 13.65 cents to com- 
pensate for refunds paid 
under the 1991 program 

Effective Jan. 1, 1993, 
the assessment was re- 
verted to 11.25 cents per 
hundredweight. 

The milk assessments 
are collected by USDA’s 
Agricultural Marketing 
Service, while refunds are 
issued by the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service. Producers re- 
questing a refund must es- 
tablish their milk market- 
ings for 1992 and 1991. Pro- 
ducers showing that their 
1992 milk marketings were 
lower than their 1991 milk 
marketings may be eligible 
for arefund payment under 
the DRPP 

Most dairies provided 
their producers with 1992 
production totals. For addi- 
tional information on the 
refund program, producers 
should contact their local 
ASCS office

Sales And Use 
Tax Revenue Up 
DuringJanuary 


Maryland State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein said 
holiday purchasesthatrang 
retailers’ cash registers dur- 
ing December prompted 
growth in virtually every 
category of sales and use tax 
collections ind anuary 1993. 
January sales tax revenue is 
based on December retail ac- 
tivity. 

“Our analysis of the cat- 
egories of sales and use tax 
revenue shows substantial 
increases in the consumer 
categories,” Goldstein said. 
“This growth indicates that 
consumer confidence is grow- 
ing as far asretail purchases 
are concerned.” 

Holiday purchases in de- 
partment and discount stores 
boosted general merchandise 
category sales and use tax 
revenue to $52.2 million, up 
to 9.1% from the same penod 
a vear ago. Apparel category 
collections amounted to$15.1 
million, up to 16.4%. 

Taxable food and bever- 
age purchases produced $33.4 
million in sales and use tax 
revenue, a growth of 7.9%, 
while consumers generated 
$23.5 million, up 14.6% on 
furniture purchases.

“I'm totally loyal to my hus- 
band. the father. and refuse to 
admit to the girls that any- 
thing could possibly have hap- 
pened.” says Merrill of her 
character. “They're going 
through therapy and every 
thing. which I think is a bunch 
ot hogwash. you see. and I tell 
them it's really the dumb psy- 
chiatrist who put those ideas 
into their heads. and they'd 
just better get over it.” 

Merrill is an actress with an 
unusual background She is the 
daughter of E.F Hutton and 
General Foods heiress Marjo- 
tie Merriweather Post. In her 
early acting days, people were 
frequently unaware of her 
background. But when they 
were, it got a reaction 

“They would tend to look at 
me and say, ‘Why do you want 
to work?’ ” Merrill says

constant rejection We do! For 
every 50 jobs you're up for.

hen times call for economizing, resourceful cooks 

have long tumed to soups and stews, hearty pot 

roasts and other soul-warming dishes prepared 
“under cover” for family-satisfying, nutritious meals. 

These traditional favorites are perhaps the most valuable 
recipes in the contemporary cook's collection, as well. Under 
cover, or moist heat. cooking uses some of the least expensive, 
but often most flavorful beef cuts---those from the chuck, 
brisket and round— and slowly simmers them in liquid.

ably received. 

It is saicl of St. Francis of 
Asisi that one day he asked 8 
certain brother monk to accom- 
pany him to the village to 
preach. The brother monk was 
puzzled, however, in that 
throughout their whole con- 
course through the village St. 
Francis maintained silence. 
When they returned, the 
brother monk said, “I thought 
we were going w preach in the 
villuge'”, “Ah, we did,” said St 
Fruncis. “We walked in peace 
and brotherhood and people saw 
our example. It was not neces- 
sary to say something.” 

LEARN SILENCE FIRST

In fact, we 
may think that by filling our 
conversation with the word 
"God," we are doing well, But 
when conversation celebrates 
our own understanding, no 
matter how many times we ir 
voke God's name, it is “god- 
leas "it serves our own ego, not 
God 

SILENCE IN 
THE CHL RCIE 

Theologian Soren Kieke- 
gaard once wrote: “Order the 
persons to be silent on Sun- 
days. What is there left? The 
essential things remain: their 
lives. Would you then gvt the 
impression by watching them, 
that it was Christianity they 
were preaching” On another 
occasion, he said: “Would-be 
theologian...must be on their 
guard lest by beginning too soon 
to preach they rather chatter 
themselves into Christianity 
than live themselves into it and 
find themselves at home there.” 

Ah but there aretimes when 
we must speak out, you say, 
when there sre words that must 
be said. How can we know the 
fine line between “godless chat- 
ter” and witnessing for Christ? 
Paul says: “the Lord's servant 
must not be quarrelaome but 
kindly to evervone, correcting 
his opponents with gentleness” 
(2:24,25). 

If, in your speaking for God 
you can remain humble, ac- 
knowledging that you do not 
have all the answers, that you 
speak, not as one who is supe- 
rior because of what you 
know . or think you know...and 
can keep from becoming angry, 
self-righteous or judgmental, 
youcan avoid "godless chatter,” 
“senseleas controversies,” and 
“disputing about words.”

When the doors of 
Frostburg State Univer- 
sity's Performing Arta Cen- 
ter swing wide for its gala 
opening in 1994, it will her- 
ald a new era, according to 
a spokesman for the FSU. 
“Already in the planning 
stages, the opening will sig 
nify that the arts are indeed 
alive and well and growing 
in western Maryland,” the 
spokesman said. 

As the construction of 
the Center approaches its 
scheduled completion, the 
University is working with 
regional sponsors to fill the 
1994 western Maryland arts 
calendar with performances 
and exhibition of the high 
eat quality, says FSU Presi 
dent Dr. Catherine Gira. 

From ballet to Baltimore 
Symphony Orchestra, the 
arts of the region will be 
celebrated, not just in the 
kick-off year of 1994, but 
also in the future. 

“We are hoping this will 
provide the momentum to 
carry the arts into the next 
century,” she added. 

“Beyond presenting ex- 
cellence on stage and in gal- 
leries, we hope that this 
banner year of the arts will 
bring eminent musicians, 
theater and dance artists, 
poeta, film-makers, and vi- 
sual artists into our com- 
munities -- through work- 
shops, master classes, lec- 
ture-demonstrations, media 
appearances, and other 
forms of outreach.” 

Talks have begun be- 
tween FSU and the Rocky 
Gap Foundation to have the 
Baltimore Symphony Or- 
chestra perform at Rocky 
Gap State Park preceding 
the 1994 Country/Bluegrass 
Festival. 

According to John 
Gidwitz, executive director 
of the BSO, the proposed 
performance will “help 
break down the barriers 
between lovers of different 
music. Joining with blue- 

grass is definitely a posi- 
tive.” 

In addition to the BSO 
outdoor performance, the 
Berlin Chamber Orchestra 


will be one of the first groups 
to perform in the Perform 

ing Arts Center after it 
opens in 1994. In other ar 

easof the arts, performances 
by the Alvin Ailey Dance 
Company, art workshops, 
classical film showings and 
architectural studies are all 
on the 1994 arts calendar 

Dr. Philip Allen, dean of 
the School of the Arts and 
Humanities, says FSU has 
dedicated 1994 to a celebra- 
tion of the arts. 

“Thanks to a collabora- 
tive effort, our students, fac- 
ulty, staff, and public will 
be treated to a particularly 
intensive array of fine and 
performing art -- in the the- 
aters and exhibition spaces 
of our new facility, the Lance 
Center, Roper Gallery and 
other sites on campus, in 
schools, civic centers, the- 
aters, and galleries through- 
out the three counties of 
western Maryland and 
neighboring Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia,” he said. 

Dr. Allen sees this em- 
phasis on the arts and the 
construction of the Perform- 
ing Arts Center as impor- 
tant facets of the Univer- 
sity’s mission. 

“The facility will accom- 
modate teaching, learning, 
and performance at a level 
of quality equal to the high- 
est available inthe academic 
institutions throughout the 
tri-state region. The Center 
will enable students to de- 
velop their fullest potential 
in music and in theater 
while offering audiences 
opportunities to see and 
hear the best professional 
work available,” Allen said. 

Allen says it is impor- 
tant to stress the positive 
activity in the area of the 
arts, despite changes in the 
visyal arts and music cur- 
ricula at Frostburg State 
proposed by the UMS Board 
of Regents. Under the Re- 
gents’ plan, both the Music 


Education and Art Educa- 
tion majors would be elimi- 
nated at FSU. 

“However, FSU’s Music 
Department will continue 
to offer a strong bachelor’s 
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Authorized 
Sales Agent

Hafer Criticizes 
Gov. For Raiding 
State Trust Funds 


District One SenatorJohn 
Haferthis week blasted Gov- 
ernor William Donald 
Schaefer's proposal totrans- 
fer almost $40 million from 
several different programs to 
the general fund inan effort 
to cover the shortfall. 

“The governor has given 
us a bill that would rob the 
funds that are set aside for 
specific programs. Now the 
governor wantstowaste these 
funds in order to cover his 
budget deficit. This must 
stop,” said Hafer. 

“Last year we had the 
biggest tax increase in our 
history, yet we still have a 
deficit. Now we have keno 
and he still desires to raid 
funds from these programs. 
When will he learn, that he 
cannotcontinue raiding these 
trust funds,” added Senator 
Hafer 

Senate Bill 333 isthe third 
Budget Reconstruction Act 
for fiscal year 1993, Senator 
Hafer outlined each of the 
progranisthe Governor plans 
toraidincluding: $1,000,000 
from the Shore Erosion Con- 
trol Construction Fund;

Rate Increase 


The Maryland Public Ser- 
vice Commission has granted 
The Potomac Edison Com- 
pany an increase of $9.3 mil- 
lion annually in its electric 
rates out of an original re- 
quest of $23 million, effective 
Feb. 25, 1993. The Commis- 
sionin its order aleo allowed 
an additional $2 million in 
financing costs for compli- 
ance with the Clean Air Act 
Amendments. 

According to a Potomac 
Edison spokesman, the total 
increase of $11.3 million will 
generate 3.7 percentin addi- 
tional revenues annually and 
will vary among the 
company’s commercial, tn- 
dustrial andresidential clas- 
sifications. An average cus- 
tomer using 1,000 kilo- 
watthours of electricity a 
month will see monthly costs 
nse $2.64, from $64.35 to 
$66.99. 

According to Potomac 
Edison President Alan J. 
Noia, the increase was re- 
quested “primarily torecover 
increased costs for operating 
and maintaining the 
company’s electrical facili- 
ties, including power sta- 
tions. 

“Potomac Edison provides

Markleysburg Man 
Sentenced To Five 
Years For BSE 


A Markleysburg, Pa., man 
was sentenced in Garrett 
County Circuit Court to five 
years in the Maryland De- 
partment of Corrections, 
having pleaded guilty to 
storehouse breaking and 
entering.

Miller pleaded guilty to 
the charge in a January 
hearing, at which time 
Thayer ordered a pre-sen- 
tence investigation. The 
judge also ordered the defen- 
dant to two years of super- 
vised probation following his 
incarceration. M iller received 
credit for 49 days already 
served, according to the 
court document. 

The defendant incurred 
the charge following a June 
1992 incident at the Friends- 
ville Amoco. Miller apparent- 
ly broke into the establish- 
ment along with his wife, 
and the two then removed 
property including cigarettes 
and lighters, all valued un-

In a separate case, a Bal- 
timore man was sentenced 
to 18 months in the depart- 
ment of corrections after 
pleading guilty to theft.

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Raised Bed Gardening 
by Nina Adams 

Most home gardeners rarely begin with an ideal site for 
their gardens; instead, they pick the best place available 
and then modify it. Raised bed gardening can be the perfect 
solution for gardeners with the not-so- perfect soil or site 
With this method of gardening, you can create the ideal 
environment for the plants that you want to grow while 
saving time and increasing your yields 

Raised beds are essentially container gardening on a 
larger scale. Vegetablesor flowers are planted close together 
in beds of soil that are built up aix to 10 inches above ground 
level and loosened six to 10 inches below ground level 
Permanent raised beds are generally built with a frame of 
rocks, bricks, or landscaping timbers with walkwaysrun- 
ning between. The beds are designed narrowly enough so 
that you can reach the center and work them from either 
side. This prevents the soil from ever being stepped on and 
compacted by foot traffic. The looser soil allows plants to root 
better and makes digging and weeding easier 

The soil used tofill the beds can be matched tothe specific 


needs of the plants. Youcan 


improve the soil you have by 


adding organic matter to it or fill the beds with topsoil 
brought in from another arca. Nutrients, lime, or sandcan 
be added to adjust the soil to the plants’ requirements. For 
example, amixof oak leaf compost, bark, and topsoil would 
be used for plants requiring an acidic soil. 


After the bed is prepared, 


the plants are spaced closely 


and evenly throughout the bed. By growing the plantscloser 
together, the leaves weave together and help shade the 
ground. This keeps the ground cooler and acts ss a mulch 
- preventing most weeds from growing and conserving the 
moisture in the soi]. Close planting also means higher yielda 


in ssmaller ares than conventional gardens. 

Since Garrett County is sn ares with s limited number 
of growing days, the framed beds can alao be used ssacold 
frame or hothed by covering them with plastic or old 
windows. Thiscreatesa greenhoure effect and allowsyou to 
start plantseariier by protecting them fromthe cold weather 

Raised bed gardening offers an sdded plusfor the older 
gardener because it iseasier tosit on the edge of the framed 
bed and weed than toget up and down to work aground. level 
garden 

Although the initial preparation of the raised beds will 
take some effort, thiscan be s worthwhile alternative way 
to garden - especially for the gardener with limited time, 
space, or poor soil.

If you liked those old cartoons with Snideley Whiplash 
and Penelope Pitatop, you'll love Only An Orphan Girl by 
Henning Nelms, on stage now at GCC. And even if you 
didn't like them, you'll probably like this one. 

This is turn-of-the-century melodrama at its hokey 
best. Expertly directed by Nate Motz, the show stars 
Richard Hill as the evil, thin-moustached Arthur 
Rutherford, and Addy Wilson as Nellie Perkins, the young 
heroine who finds herself in one prickly predicament after 
another, thanks to the dastardly villain. 

Director Motz has obviously grasped the true essence 
of melodrama by encouraging the audience to cheer the 
heroes and boo (and throw peanuts at) the villain. This 
results in an evening of full-blown fun not likely to be 
equaled anywhere these days. 

Hill's Rutherford is the perfect cad. He pretends to be 
in love with the young girl solely to get at her huge 
inheritance (of which only he is aware), and when she is 
reluctant, he is perfectly willing to kill her for it instead 
He skulks around the stage in his tuxedo and top hat, 
chewing his cigar while he tells the audience of his evil 
aims, and practically invites the torrent of boos and 
peanuts which he deserves. 

Nellie is loveable in her innocence. We are immediately 
sensible of the great injustice heaped on her, and Miss 
Wilson doesn't hesitate to milk our pity for all it's worth in 
classic wrist-to-forehead style. Nice job. 

Also extremely present are Jane Avery and Sam Sand- 
ers, who play the girl's adoptive parents, and Gina Powell 
as the sweet little daughter of the Widow Appleby, owner 
of the Perkins’ farm. The 10-year-old Powell isirresistably 
likeable, and the pigtails add the perfect touch 

Rounding out the cast are Luther Groves as the young 
hero, Courtney Myers as the aforementioned Appleby, 
and Barbara Kirkham as the villain’s unwilling accom- 
plice. The entire cast overacts in hilarious fashion; par- 
ticularly Avery, who really lays it on with a trowel. 

Filling the scene changes with their tight barber shop 
harmonics is the quartet The Men of Accord, another good 
choice by Motz. And George McDowell adds to the show by 
playing cheesy old silent-picture style music on his plinky- 
plink piano. 

The set and lighting designs are by Nathan Blatchley 
and Ben Sincell, respectively. Both are simple but func 
tional, again appropriate for melodrama. 

All in all, this is a very enjoyable evening of light- 
hearted fun.

Large Cuts In 
Budget Proposal 


State legislative leaders 
are reportedly planning to 
cut at least $100 million out 
of Governor William Donald 
Schaefer's budget proposal 
that includes about $300 
million in state spending 
increases. 

Approximately 845 mil- 
lion of that cut will come 
from planned increases in 
state aid to local jurisdic- 
tions, and the rest from state 
agencies. 

After three years of bud- 
get shortfalls, reports indi- 
cate a willingness among 
members of the House and 
Senate to work together to 
trim the budget and remain 
cautious about spending. 

Schaefer's spending pro-

Raised Bcd Gardening 
by Nina Adams 

Most home gardenererarely begin with an ideal site for 
their gardens; instead, they pick the best place available 
andthen modify it. Raised bed gardening can be the perfect 
solution for gardeners with the not-so-perfect soil or site. 
With this method of gardening, you can create the ideal 
environment for the plants that you want to grow while 
saving time and increasing your yields. 

Raised beds are essentially container gardening on a 
larger scale. Vegetablesor flowereare planted close together 
in beds of soil that are built up six to 10inches above ground 
level and loosened six to 10 inches below ground level 
Permanent raised beds are generally built with a frame of 
rocks, bricks, or landscaping timbers with walkwaysrun 
ning between. The beds are designed narrowly enough so 
that you can reach the center and work them from either 
side. This prevents the soil from ever being stepped on and 
compacted by foot traffic. The looser aoil allows plants to root 
better and makes digging and weeding easier 

The soil used tofill the beds can be matched tothe specific 
needs of the plants. You can improve the soil you have by 
adding organic matter to it or fill the beds with topsoil 
broughtin from another arca. Nutrients, lime, or sand can 
be added to adjust the eoil to the plants’ requirements. For 
example, amixof oak leaf compost, bark, and topsoil would 
be used for plants requiring an acidic soil. 

After the bed is prepared, the plants are spaced closely 
andevenly throughout the bed. By growing the plantscloser 
together, the leaves weave together and help shade the 
ground. This keeps the ground cooler and acts as a mulch 
- preventing most weeds from growing and coneerving the 
moisture in the soil. Close planting alao means higher yields

We are not a public agency. We are not employees of 
our readers. We are not governed by any agency, as are 
our media partners in radio by the FCC. We are a 
small, pnvate, family enterprise, in many ways no 
different from the "mom and pop” grocery store on the 
corner. However. we set for ourselves what we believe 
to be the ultimate standards of good, sound journalism 
and work hard to abide by them. We recognize the 
awesome power of the media, power which can be 
extremely destructive if abused and overwhelmingly 
conetructive when used appropnately.

In threatening to use 
your position toremove them 
Ym office you are, in effect, 
telling the people that you 
may work to overnde their 
vote. Who elected you to try 
to direct our interests? 

What we all need to 
recognize is that the county 
educational system already 
absorbs 40 percent of the 
county budget. What we 
certainly don't need is to 
change what has been a rea- 
sonably balanced approach 
to county funding. An 
approach that attempts to 
recognize all of the county's 
interests and requirements. 

A decision to have the 
county start living on 
borrowed money is an 
extremely serious issue. It is 
tempting to try to have 
everything we'd like to have 
nmght now and let the future 
take care of itaelf(i.e., acredit 
card tax structure). This 1s 
irresponsible.

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Raised Bcd Gardening 
by Nina Adama 

Most home gardeners rarely begin with an ideal site for 
their gardens; instead, they pick the best place available 
andthen modify it. Raised bed gardening can be the perfect 
solution for gardeners with the not-ao-perfect soil or site. 
With this method of gardening, you can create the ideal 
environment for the plants that you want to grow while 
saving time and increasing your yields. 

Raised beds are essentially container gardening on a 
larger scale. Vegetables or flowers are planted close together 
in beds of.soil that are built up six to 10 inches above ground 
level and loosened six to 10 inches below ground level. 
Permanent raised beds are generally built with a frame of 
rocks, bricks, or landscaping timbers with walkways run 
ning between. The beds are designed narrowly enough so 
that you can reach the center and work them from either 
side This prevents the sou from ever being stepped on and 
compacted by foot traffic. The looser soil allows plants toroot 
better and makes digging and weeding easier 

The soil used tofill the beds can be matched to the specific 


needs of the plants. You can 


improve the soil you have by 


adding organic matter to it or fill the beds with topsoil 
brought in from another arca. Nutrients, lime, or sandcan 
be added to adjust the soil tothe plants’ requirements. For 
example, a mix of oak leaf compvst, bark, and topsoil would 
be used for plants requiring an acidic soil. 


After the bed is prepared, 


the plants are spaced closely 


andevenly throughout the bed. By growing the plantscloser 


together, the leaves weave together and help shade the 
ground. This keeps the ground cooler and acts as a mulch 
- preventing most weeds from growing and conserving the 
moisture in the soil. Close planting alsomeans higher yields 
ina smaller area than conventional gardens. 

Since Garrett County is an area with a limited number 
of growing days, the framed bedscan also be used as acold 
frame or hotbed by covering them with plastic or old 
windows. Thiscreatesa greenhouse effect and allows you to 
atart plantsearlier by protecting them from the cold weather 

Raised bed gardening offers an added plus for the older 
gardener because it is easier tosit on the edge of the framed 
bed and weed than toget up and down to work a ground-level 
garden 

Although the initial preparation of the raised beds will 
take some effort, thiscan be a worthwhile alternative way 
to garden - especially for the gardener with limited time, 
space, or poor soil.

This is turn-of-the-century melodrama at its hokey 
best. Expertly directed by Nate Motz, the show stars 
Richard Hill as the evil, thin-moustached Arthur 
Rutherford, and Addy Wilson as Nellie Perkins, the young 
heroine who finds herself in one prickly predicament after 
another, thanks to the dastardly villain. 

Director Motz has obviously grasped the true essence 
of melodrama by encouraging the audience to cheer the 
heroes and boo (and throw peanuts at) the villain. This 
results in an evening of full-blown fun not likely to be 
equaled anywhere these days. 

Hill's Rutherford is the perfect cad. He pretends to be 
in love with the young girl solely to get at her huge 
inheritance (of which only he is aware), and when she is 
reluctant, he is perfectly willing to kill her for it instead 
He skulks around the stage in his tuxedo and top hat, 
chewing his cigar while he tells the audience of his evil 
aims, and practically invites the torrent of boos and 
peanuts which he deserves. 

Nellie isloveable in her innocence We are immediately 
sensible of the great injustice heaped on her, and Miss 
Wilson doesn't hesitate to milk our pity for all it's worth in 
classic wrist-to-forehead style. Nice job. 

Also extremely present are Jane Avery and Sam Sand- 
ers, who play the girl's adoptive parents, and Gina Powell 
as the sweet little daughter of the Widow Appleby, owner 
of the Perkins' farm. The 10-year-old Powell is irresistably 
likeable, and the pigtails add the perfect touch 

Rounding out the cast are Luther Groves aa the young 
hero, Courtney Myers as the aforementioned Appleby, 
and Barbara Kirkham as the villain's unwilling accom- 
plice.
